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INTRODUCTION 


During the year under report, 17 copper-plate grants were secured for 
examination and these have been listed in Appendix A. About 800 stone 
inscriptions listed in Appendix B were copied and examined. The village-to- 
village survey of the following areas was conducted : the Tadpatri, Waran al 
and Manthani Taluks in Andhra Pradesh ; the Parbhani and Nanded Taluks 
in Bombay; the Chidambaram and Tiruvallur Taluks in Madras; and the 
Lingsugur, Hirekerur and Chincholi Taluks in Mysore. Besides, a number 
of places in Bengal, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan and Uttar 
Pradesh were visited for copying inscriptions. Appendix C continued from 
the previous year's report contains 110 inscriptions. Appendices D, E and 
F contain lists respectively of Arabic and Persian inscriptions, Coins and Photo- 


graphs. 
COPPER PLATES 


Of the 17 copper plates listed in Appendix А, Nos. 5-8 belong to the 
rulers of the Sarabhapuriya dynasty and were found at Mallar in the Bilaspur 
District, Madhya Pradesh. No. 5 belongs to king Jayaraja and is dated the 
5th day of the month of Karttika in the regnal year 5. The date of the record, 
which wäs issued from Sarabhapura like the king's other grants, is a few weeks 
earlier than that of the same king's Arang plates (CII, Vol. ПІ, pp. 191 ff.) 
issued on the 25th day of the month of Margasira in the same regnal year. The 
object of the charter was to grant the village of Kadambapadrullaka in Anta- 
ranalaka as а rent-free holding to а Brahmana named Kapardisvamin on the 
occasion of a lunar eclipse. Тһе record was engraved by Achalasimha who 
also engraved the Arang plates referred to above as well as another set of Mallàr 
plates discussed below. Тһе inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. 
XXXIII, pp. 155 ff. . 


No. 8 also belongs to king Jayaräja and is dated in his 9th regnal year on - 
the 5th day of the month of Jyéshtha. This is the latest record of the ruler 
so far known. Тһе object of the grant, issued from Sarabhapura, is to register 
the gift of the village of Mokképpika situated іп Nagaróttara-patta in favour 
of the Brähmanas Mahisvarasvämin and Rudrasvamin of Bhärgava-götra. 
The donor was Vatsa who was apparently the king’s hadappagraha (hritapra- 
graha), ‘ officer in charge of the recovery of stolen properties’. An interesting 
feature of the record is that much of the grant portion is written on erasures, 
traces of the earlier writing being clear at many places. The record was engraved 
by Achalasimha. The inscription is published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, 
pp. 28 ff. | 

No. 6 was issued from Prasannapura, apparently named after king Pra- 
sanna or Prasannamätra of the Sarabhapura house, on the 27th Pausha in the 
fortyfirst regnal year of Pravara (1), son of Jaya-bhattaraka (t.e. Јауагаја). 
This king is known for the first time from the record under study. The donor 
was the king’s younger brother Vyäghraräja who is also a hitherto unknown 
member of the family. The charter records the gift of the village of Küntura- 
padraka in Pirva-rashtra to a Brahmana named Agnichandrasvamin, son of 
Durgasvamin of the Kapy-Angirasa gótra. It is well known that the seal of 
the Sarabhapura kings bears the Gajalakshmi emblem. But the seal of the 

resent charter exhibits certain symbols including the head of an anima! (pro- 
Бабія a lion) to front, and а conch-shell. Below the symbols, there is the legend 
sri-Vyaghrarajah written in Southern characters. We know that the grants 
of the Sarabhapuviva dynasty were written іп the box-headed alphabet. But 
the characters of the record under review belong to the Southern alphabet of 
the nail-headed variety. А person named Jyésthasimha seems to have teles 
the plates. The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. IV.

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No. 7 was issued by Pravara (II) of the same house in his third regnal year 
from Sripura like the Thakurdiya plates (Ер. Ind., Vol. XXII, pp. 15 #.) of the 
same king. It records the gift of a village called Mitra-gráma, situated in 
Sankhachakräbhöga, to the Brähmana Subhachandra. Gölasirmha, engraver 
of the Thakurdiya plates, engraved the present record. Тһе inscription has 
been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, pp. 53 ff. 


No. 15 is а single plate found at Talcher in the Dhenkanal District of Orissa. 
The seal bears the legend Sri-Gayada-tungasya. The charter was issued from 
Jayapura-kotta by Маћатаја Gayadatunga who was a Mahäsämantädhipati 
and obtained the five mahasabdas and ‘the lordship of the entire Göndrama 
(ог, all the Göndramas) ’. The object of the record is to grant the village of 
Svalpa-kompai in the Khembai vishaya in favour of Bhatta Bhäinädeva. It 
has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, pp. 95 ff. 


No. 4 belongs to the Chaulukya ruler Trilöchanapäla of Lata, whose Surat 
plates were published in Ind. Ant., Vol. XII, pp. 201 ff. The record is dated 
in the Saka year 972, Vikrita, Pausha-éu. 9, Monday, solar eclipse (24th Decem- 
ber, 1050 A.D.), while the Surat plates were issued a few weeks later on Tues- 
day, the 15th January 1051 A.D. The seal affixed to the plates bears the 
representation of Garuda in the centre facing front with a boar facing proper 
right below. То the left of Garuda are the crescent, parasol, goad, sword 
and drum symbols and to its right the sun, two standards with birds on 
the top, a fly-whisk and cymbals. It has been said that the seal affixed to the 
Surat plates exhibits ‘an image of Siva, in an attitude of meditation, with his 
accompaniments’, although the description appears to be doubtful. Maha- 
sandhivigrahika Sankara, already known from the Surat plates, was the writer 
of the present charter. It records the grant of the village of Ekallahara, situated 
іп Karmantapura-116, to the Brahmana Тагадібуа who belonged to the Вћага- 
dväja gotra and the.Angirasa, Bärhaspatya and Bhäradväja pravaras and was 


a sthanika ої Röhida-mahästhäna. See Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXVI, рр. 12 ff., for this 
inscription. 


No. 17 belongs to king Vijayachandra of the Gāhadavāla d 


ynasty and was 
issued on Friday, the seventh tithi of the bright half-of the month of Phālguna 
in Vikrama 1221. This is the earliest charter of the ruler, his other known records 


being dated in V.S. 1224 and 1225 (Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, рр. 118 ff. ; Ind. Ant., 
Vol. XV, pp. 7 f.). Crown-prince Jayachchandradēva, mentioned in the other 
two epigraphs of Vijayachandra, is not referred to in the present grant. The 
charter records that, after bathing in the Yamyna аб Kauśāmbī, the kin g granted 
the village of Kanhavarā in the Valai pattalä to а Brähmana named Thakkura 
"NarasimhaSarman of the Vasishtha gótra, who was the son of Thakkura Bha- 
ratha and grandson of T'hakkura Surānanda. The inscription has been pub- 
lished іп Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, pp. 223 Я. 


No. 16 is an incomplete record of the Paramāras of Ађи, found at the vil- 
lage of Коћега іп the former Sirohi State. It was noticed in the Annual Report 
on the working of the Rajputana Museum for the‘year ending 31st March 1932, 
and in G. H. Ojha’s Räjpūtānēkā Itihas, Vol. I, 2nd ed., рр. 190 Я. The im- 

ortance of the record lies in the fact that it gives a complete genealogy of the 
aramāra rulers of Abu from Utpalaraja to Dhārāvarsha who apparently issued 
the grant. The record has been published in Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXII, pp. 135 ff. 


No. 9 was discovered at Mandhata in the Nimar District of Madhya Pra- 
desh. Тһе set consists of four plates with the figure of Garuda, the royal em- 
blem of the Paramaras, engraved on the reverse of the last plate. The charter 
is dated Friday, Maitra (Anuradha) nakshatra, Bhadrapada &u. 7 in V.S. 1331, 
Pramathin, corresponding to the 10th August, 1974 A.D. The inscrip- 
tion records а grant of four villages made Бу Sddhanika Anayasimhadéva, 
along with his four sons Kamalasimha, Dhäräsimha, Jaitrasimha and Padma- 
simha, while he was staying at Mandapa-durga, in favour of a number of Brah- 
manas residing in the Brahmapuri at Mandhatri and belonging to various gotras 
and sakhas. The grant was made with the permission of the Paramara kin 
Jayavarman alias Jayasimha. The inscription gives the genealogy of the Im- 
ретін! Paramáras of Malwa and of а feudatory family of the Chähamänas, to 
which the donor Anayasimha belonged. The record shows that Paramära 
Jaitugi's successor was known by both the names Jayasimba and J ayavarman. 
There is a valuable reference to a historical event in verse 48 where it is stated 
that the Paramara king Dévapala killed an adhipa of the Mléchchhas in a battle 
fought near the city of Bhaillasvàmin. The claim of Devapäla in this stanza 
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of our inscription seems to Eco that the Рагашага king succeeded in re- 
covering the city of Bhilsà shortly after its conquest by Sultan Iltutmish. Sri- 
kantha was the writer of the charter and rúpakara (artisan) Känhäka its engra- 
ver. The latter person was also responsible for engraving the Mandhata plates 
(Ер. Ind., Vol. ІХ, pp. 117-23) issued by the same Paramara ‘king in V.S. 1317. 
The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXII, pp. 138 ff. 


____Мо. 3 was discovered near the Sankaralinga temple at Nimba] (Budruk) 
in the Indi Taluk of the Bijapur District, Mysore, and belongs to the Kalachuri 
ruler Sankama II. It is dated in the year Parabhava, Маграбіга Su. 5, Monday. 
The characters belong to the Southern Nagari alphabet of about the 12th cen- 
tury and the language is Sanskrit though there is Kannada influence in some 
parts. According бо the southern reckoning of Jupiter's cycle, the details of 
the date correspond to the 17th November 1186 A.D. Since, however, the rule 
of Sankama II ended several years earlier in 1180 A.D. (Bom. Gaz., Vol. I, Part 
ii, pp. 486 ff.), the charter does not appear to be genuine. The inscription re- 
cords the grant of the village of Bobbulavaddhe, situated in Ankullage-50 which 
formed a part of Tarikada-kampana, made by the king Sankama II together 
with his wife Kunkumadévi in favour of the temple of Kotilingasvara at Nim- 
bahura, 7.е. the god Sankaralinga of Nimbal, for repairs to the temple and the 
worship of the deity. The grant was accepted by Nagisetti apparently on be- 
half of the deity. The record also mentions the name of the king’s minister, 
Mallikarjuna. It was written by Pandita Gollana and engraved by Pandaya 
who was also the engraver of the Behatti plates (Ind. Ant., Vol. IV, p. 172) of the 
same king. The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, 
рр. 227 ff. 

No.10isa Pallava charter dated in the 6th regnal year of Vijaya-Simha- 
varman. The seal of the charter consisting of five plates exhibits the bull facing 
left, together with a lamp in its front and an umbrella above with some indis- 
tinct symbols between the umbrella and the bull. Amongst these, the emblem 
above the hind part of the bull looks like а Siva-linga while the one below the 
left end of the umbrella is a flywhisk. There is a damaged legend reading $r#- 
Simhavarmanah patra(tr-a)skhalita-vritt[ijnam 5азіта-та...... The right half 
of the first plate, engraved only on its inner side, is broken and missing. The 
other plates are engraved on both sides, except the last which is engraved on one 
side only. The charter consists of two sections, one in Sanskrit verse and the 
other in Tamil prose. The Pallava genealogy traced in the partially preserved 
first plate mentions Vishnu (Ambujanäbha), [Brahman], Angiras, Brihaspati 
(Girvanééa), [Sa]myu, Bharadvaja, Drona, Asvatthäman ([Pu]raripor-améah), 
Pallava and Asöka. Тһе second plate begins with the mention of Sunhavarman, 
the father of Simhavishnu who is praised highly for his prowess and is stated 
-to have conquered the fertile Chola country on the banks of the Kavéri and 
excelled Simhavishnu (Narasimha) and Jishnu (Arjuna). Then the charter 
records that king Simhavarman granted the village of Sramanäsrama to 
Vajranandin of Nandi-sangha at Vardhamanéévara-tirtha for conducting the 
worship of Lord Jina. Narabhaya was the ajñapti and Medhávin the composer 
of the Sanskrit section, called a prasasti in the record itself. The Tamil portion 
is addressed to the nättar of Perunagar-nàdu and records that, in the six*h 
year of Vijaya-Sunhavarman, the village of Amanserkkai in Perunagarnága 
as well as 164 pattis of land at Tamar were granted as pallichchandam to Vajra- 
nandikkuravar in Paruttikkunru. The nättär were directed to demarcate the 
boundaries and to issue an authorised document regarding the boundaries. 

The inscription is interesting in many respects. Simhavarman and his 
son Simhavishnu are evidently identical respectively with the homonymous 
grandfather and father of the great Pallava king Mahöndravarman I (c. 600-630 
A.D.). Simhavishnu is known to us as Avanisimba (SII, Vol. II, pp. 501 ff.) 
and as one who subjugated the Kakıbhras (ibid., pp. 342 ff.) and he is also credit- 
ed with the conquest of the Chóla country described as bedecked with the garland 
that was the Kaveri. Though our charter 18 dated in the 6th year of Simha- 
varman’s reign, it speaks more about Simhavishnu probably because the grant 

was made at Lis request and it was he who was the first to extend Pallava sway 
in the south. Simhavishnu's cenquest of the Kavéri region 1s referred to in 
nearly the same words in the Velurpalaiyam plates of Nandivarman ПІ (ibid., 
Vol. III, pp. 501 ff.). The grant of land by Simbavarman to the Jaina ascetics 
living at Poruttiklanra which is a locality near Käfichipuram is interesting. 
Though we do not know the religious leanings of Simhavarman, his son is known 
to have been a worshipper of ishpu (+bid., Vol. II, рр. 391 ff) This gt is 
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Significant as reflecting the growing influence of Jainism. We also know that 
Mahéndravarman, Simhavishnu’s son and successor, was originally a Jain and 
became later converted to Saivism under the influence of Appar, one of the four 
Saiva saints (Periyapwänam, Kovai Tamil Sangam, verse 1411; SII, Vol. I, 
p. 29). As regards Médhavin the composer of the Sanskrit section which is 
called a prasasti, it may be noted that the composer of the Sanskrit portion of 
the Udayendiram plates of Nandivarman Pallavamalla (811, Vol. П, pp. 361 
ff., text line 105) was Paraméévara, the son of Chandradéva and a descendant 
of Medhavin who is apparently identical with the person of the same name men- 
tioned in our record. Among the places mentioned in the inscription, Peru- 
nagar is the locality of the same name in the Kanchipuram Taluk and Tamar 
ів Támal in the same Taluk. Amanégérkkai (бгатпапабгата of the Sanskrit 
portion), the village granted, cannot be identified definitely since there are 


several villages around Perunagar with names like Ammanantangal, Ammanam- 
bakkam, etc. қ | 


In connection with the importance of the record, а word has to be said as 
regards its palaeography. The forms of most of the letters, e.g. n, y, n, bh, etc., 
as found in this record, are met with in the Küram plates (511, Vol. III, Plates 
facing pp. 344-45) of Paramesvaravarman І (с. 669-700 A.D.) The letter v 
has a slight opening at the upper right end as found in some cases in the Tandan- 
tottam plates (SIT, Vol. ІП, pp. 517 ff.) of Nandivarman Pallavamalla (c. 730- 
96 A.D.) although the form of the letter with wide opening at the top, which 
is no doubt a later development, is traceable in the Tiruvadi inscription (811, 
Vol. VIII, No. 331) of Parame$varavarman II (c. 725-30 A.D.). The charter, 
therefore, may be regarded as a later copy of the original plates like such other 
copper-plate records as the Chura grant of Pallava Vishnugopavarman (cf. Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XXIV, p. 139). Another point of interest is that our inscription 
offers the Pallava genealogy fabricated on the basis of their Bhäradväja-götra 
as found in epigraphic records like the Väyalür inscription of Räjasimha II 
(Narasimhavarman П, c. 700-25 A.D.) ап! other documents (Ер. Ind., Vol. 
XVIII, p. 147; Successors of the Sätavähanas, р. 157). 


No. 14 is from Dalavaypuram in the Koilpatti Taluk of the Tirunelveli 
District, Madras. It is a set of seven plates, the first and the last of which are 
engraved on one side only while the rest are written on both sides and numbered 
іп Vatteluttu numerals. Оп palaeographical grounds, the record may be assinged 
to the latter half of the ninth century. The plates are strung on a ring with а 
seal bearing the emblems of two fish, the tiger and the bow as well as the follow- 
ing legend :

The inscription contains two sections, опе in Sanskrit verse engraved in 
Grantha characters and the other in Tamil verse engraved in Vatteluttu. 
While both the sections deal with the same subject, the Tamil part is more 
elaborate in details. The charter begins with the mythological genealogy of 
the Pandya dynasty and gives a list of traditional achievements of the ancestors 
of the Pandya kings including the participation of the Pandyas in the Mahabha- 
rata war, the part they played in the eradication of the curse on Arjuna and the 
discomfiture of Harischandra. the engraving of the Pandya emblem of the fish 
on the Himalayas, etc. It also mentions the founding of the Tamil Sangam, 
the victory in the battle-ficld of Alangänam and the routing of the Кајарраја 
race. Then the successes in the battle-fields at Idaiyärai and Venbaikkudi are 
mentioned as the chief achievements of another group ofrulers. Next is men- 
tioned Paràntakan Sadaiyan who,is stated to have gained a victory over the 
Kadava (1.с. the Pallava) at Karuvür. His son and successor Srimära Srivalla- 
bha is then stated to have won а victory in the battles at Kunnür and Viliñam 
and to have conquered Пат, i.e. Ceylon. Не is further stated to have defeated 
the Kadava at Anür on the sea-shore and to have robbed the strength of the con- 
federacy of the Kuttuvar (t.e. the Cheras), Cholas, Küpakas and the Northerners 
(vadugar). Не is also stated to have killed at, Kudandai (i.e. Kumbakonam іп 
the Tanjavur District) an unnamed son of a certain Amarvallàn. 


The charter then proceeds to describe the reigning kings Varaguna (acces- 
sion 862 A.D.) and Paräntaka-mahäräja Viranäräyanan, the sons of Srimara 
Srivallabha. It gives the impression t the transaction recorded belongs to 
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the time when the former was ruling the world with god Siva at his heart pro- 
bably in a sort of retirement. About the latter, who was perhaps ruling jointly 
with his brother, it gives more details. Paräntaka Viranäräyanan is stated to 
have been the son of Akkalanimmadi, the daughter of Srikantharaja who was 
a Chola of the Pottappi family and is endowed with epithets like Mayilaiyarkón 
and Mattamämalai-valavan. Srikantha was the tirumarugan (sister’s son or 
son-in-law) ої Tondiyar-kön Manabharanan. Then the charter gives a list of 
Parantaka’s achievements, the most important of them being the saccess gained 
at Sennilandai against an elder brother whose identity is not disclosed. Paran- 
taka defeated his enemies at Kunrai, Kudakongu, Pokkarani, Tenmayal, Venkai 
and Parantakam and also captured South Viliñam and subjugated опе Vīra- 
tunga. He is stated to have founded numerous brahmadeyas, tanks and temples 
with rich endowments. It is then stated how Parantaka granted in his forty- 
fifth regnal year, from his camp at Kalakkudi, the villages of Tirumangalam and 
Sömäsikuruchchi in Asi-nadu, after having clubbed them into опе, in favour of 
several Brahmanas. The grant was made at the instance of Кебауа who was 
the son of Narayana and the grandson of Mayänambi and belonged to the Vana 
götra and the Bodhayana sūtra. Ayirattaiüüürruvan Ilaiyanakkan of the Vatsa 
агіта, who was a native of Pullür, was the dnatt: (аулар!) of the grant while 
Sendan Kilavan alias Perundúvelli-kilavan of Perundüvelli in Venbu-nädu was 
the madhyastha апа Sättan Padäran of Ајагги-пади апа  Kilavan 
Коп of Perungäkkür the accountants. The тай ат of Äsi-nädu and Nechchura- 
nadu are stated to have indicated the boundaries. The demarcation of the 
boundaries of the gift villages is next specified in the charter. The Brahmana 
Madhava of Srivallabhamangalam and Srivallabhan, a karmmära of Kundür, 
who were the authors respectively of the Sanskrit and Tamil sections of the re- 
cord, received а few shares out of the gift land. Nakkan alias Nripasékhara- 
pperungollan, the father of the latter, engraved the charter. 


“ Of the two villages granted, Tirumangalam is stated to have been formerly 
granted by Kadungon to twelve Brähmanas Бу а copper-plate charter. Simi- 
larly, the other village, viz. Sömäsikuruchchi, was granted to Kathaka 
Sömayäjin by means of a charter by a king (Kadungön ?) who obtained siddhi 
(i.e. died) at his residence at Ka;udür. The original charters were lost and, 
therefore, Késava made the request for the cancellation of the occupation of 
Sömäsikuruchchi (under the new name of Madhurataranallür) by the headman 
of Kadattirukkai and for a fresh grant of the two villages to the Brahmanas. 


Kadungön, the previous donor of the two villages, is described as having 
completely routed the Kalappalar, an act which is enumerated among the tra- 
ditional achievements of Pändya kings next to their victory at the battle of Alan- 
ganam. Тһе latter was evidently achieved by Nedunjeliyan called talai- 
удіа igànattu-chcheru-venra distinguishing him from. the other Nedunjeliyans 
of Sahgam fame. The Velvikkudi plates of Nedunjadaiyan (Ер. Ind., Vol. XVII, 
рр- 291 ff.) state that Pandyadhiraza Kadungón emerged [as a powerful king] 
after the political interregnum caused by Kalabhran, the Kaliaraisan, who was 
evidently the leader of the Kalappalar mentioned in this charter. It is appa- 
rently this Kadungón who is stated to have died in his residence at Kaludir, 
though the circumstances under which he died are not known. Between Kad- 
ungön and Sadaiyan Paräntakan, the charter describes a group of kings among 
whose achievements only the successes in the battles at Idaiyärai and Venbaik- 
kudi are mentioned. The battles of Karuvür and Änür, where Sadaiyan Parän- 
takan and his son and successor Srimara Srivallabha successively defeated 
the Kadava, are not known from any other source. Regarding the confederacy 
of the Chéras, СЬбіаз, Küpakas and the Northerners, the larger Sinnamanur 
plates of Rajasimha (511, Vol. III, pp. 441 ff.) are more specific in mentioning 
some members of the nort* »rn element, such as the Gangas, Pallavas, Kälingas, 
Mägadhas, etc., whom the king is stated to have encountered at Kudandai. 
The next statement made in our charter that Srivallabha killed the son of Amar- 
vallan at Kudandai seems to indicate that the place where the previous en- 
counter with the confederacy took place was Kudandai itself and that the son 
of Amarvallan was а member of the confederacy referred to above.

former, indicates that the reigns of the two brothers overlapped. The passive |

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fole of а Saiva devotee, in which Varaguna is described, reminds us of the re- 
ference to a Varaguna in two verses in the Tiruchchirrambalakkövaiyär stated to 
have been composed by Manikkavachakar. The two Varagunas are most proba- 
bly identical and thus the author of the said work тау be considered to be а соп- 
temporary of this Varaguna. The defeat of an elder brother at the hands of 

iranarayanan at Sennilandai appears to suggest that there was a common 
enemy within the family opposed to both Varaguna and Viranarayanan and 
that the latter-was responsible for overthrowing him while the former devoted. 
himself to the worship of Siva. The common enemy is perhaps to be 
identified with Ugra or Khara mentioned as the opponent of Viranarayanan 
in the Larger Sinnamanur plates. It is also ‘not improbable that this Ugra 
was the Pandya prince supported by the Ceylonese. The other exploit of Vira- 


narayanan, viz. the subjugation of Viratunga, is interesting, though the identity 
of the latter is not clear. 


Another information supplied by the charter is Viranäräyanan’s genealogy 
on his mother's side. His maternal grandfather Srikantha belonged to the 
Pottappi family and is described as Mayılaiyar-kon and asa son-in-law ог sister’s 
son of Manabharanan, the Tondaiyar-kón. The Anbil plates of Sundara-chöla 
(Ep. Ind., Vol. XV, pp. 44 ff.) mention one Srikantha as a predecessor of the 
Chola king Vijayalaya. The identification of this Srikantha with the person 
of the same name mentioned in our charter is tempting. But Srikantha of our 
plates was а Pottappi-Chóla while the other Srikantha and his successors are 
not known to have belonged to the Pottappi family. On the other hand, it is 
possible that this Srikantha is identical with the Telugu-Chola king of that name, 
who is known to us from the Madras Museum plates (4. В. Ep., 1935-36, p. 56) 
and is supposed to have ruled about the middle of the ninth century A.D. In 
this connection, it may be mentioned that a Chola prince named Kumäränkusa 
is known to have been a feudatory of Pallava Nandivarman III, though his 


position in the genealogy of the Cholas of Uraiyür is not known. It is possible 
that Kumäränkusa was also a Telugu-Chola. 


No. 13 received from the Government Museum, Madras, was discovered at 
Pandavarmangalam in the Koilpatti Taluk of the Tirunelveli District, Madras. 
It belongs to the reign of Jatävarman Sundara-chölapändya, the son and viceroy 
ої Räjendra I (1012-43 A.D.). . The set consists of three groups of plates, each 
of a different size. There is a ring hole; but no ring or seal is forthcoming. 
The plates are corroded. The letters are made up of closely engraved dots and 
a layer of the metal has peeled off at places. The plates have the shape of palm 


leaves and the writing on each plate is in two sections, one of them longer than 
the other. 


The charter is dated in the tenth regnal year of Jatavarman Sundara-chöla- 
pàndya and mentions Pàndamangalam alias Paüchavanmädevi-chaturvedi- 
mangalam in Venbaikkudi-nàdu. Pandamangalam is no doubt the same as 
Pändavarmangalam where the record was found. Then the inscription gives 
а list of the Bràhmana donees belonging to various places. The other details 
of the grant cannot be determined owing to the damaged nature of the inscrip- 
tion, the genuineness of which is doubtful. This is the only copper-plate charter 
of the Chölapändya viceroys so far known. | 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


No. 788 is a Prakrit inscription from Mathura dated the 5th day of the 
first month of winter in the year 92, no doubt referable to the Kanishka or 
Saka era and corresponding to 169-70 A.D. It seems to record the erection of 
a зійра for a Buddhist monk who was a resident of i' e monastery called Vénda- 
vihara, apparently situated at Mathura. This record along with two others from 
the same locality has been published іп Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, рр. 10 f. 


The excavations at Nagarjunikonda have brought to light a few more ins- 
criptions (Nos. 77-84) of the Ikshvakus. A number of these epigraphs are 
engraved on memorial pillars and record the erection of chhäyä-stambhas, i.e., 
pillars bearing the representation of the person or persons in whose memory 
they were raised. Nos. 78, 79 and 84 belong to the reign of Ehavala Chanta- 
müla who was the son and successor of Virapurushadatta and whose latest date 
so far known is the regnal year 94 (А. К. Ер.; 1956-57, No. B 28). Of these, 
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Nos. 79 and 84, engraved on memorial pillars, are dated in the king's 13th and 8th 
regnal years respectively. Ко. 79 records the erection of the pillar in memory 
of Mahàsenapat: Kumara Eli Ehavüladasamnaka, а step-brother of the Iksh- 
vàku king. No. 78 refers to the construction of a shrine and а sthala (probably, 
an enclosed platform) for a deity and the creation of an akshaya-nivi (permanent 
endowment) for their maintenance and reminds us of another inscription of the 
same king's reign speaking of the construction of a temple for the god Mahadéva 
Pushpabhadra and the erection of a dhavaja-stambha іп front of it (A. R. Ep., 
1957-58, No. B 5). 


Тһе date of the said inscription is very important since it is quoted as the 
summer season of the cyclic year Vijaya and this reminds us of another Nägär- 
_ junikonda. inscription of the time of Virapurushadatta, which was published by 
Vogel with an inaccurate transcript and an unsatisfactory illustration (Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XXI, pp. 63-64 and Plate facing p. 63). Тһе year of the date of the 
inscription, during the rainy season of which it was engraved, was read by Vogel 
as samvachhara vinisayar (1.e., year 20) although it actually reads samvachharam 
Vijayam and offers the earliest instance of the use of the cyclic year in the dating 
of Indian epigraphs. Тһе mention of Vijaya alone among the cyclic years in 
the said two recdrds of the Ikshvakus is probably due to the fact that it was 
counted as the first year of Jupiter's 60-year cycle. The above two Ikshväku 
records throw welcome light on the chronology of the Ikshväku kings and the 
date of the Pallava conquest of Andhrapatha. As we know that Virapurusha- 
datta and Ећауаја Chantamila ruled in the period between the middle of the 
third and that of the fourth century A.D., the year Vijaya falling in the. 
former's reign corresponds to 273-74 А.Р. and the same year falling in the 
latter's rule to 333-34 A.D. The seasons mentioned in the two records appear to 
preclude the possibility of the incision respectively in the earlier and later part 
of the same year. Since Ehavala Chäntamüla was sueceeded by his son Rudra- 
purushadatta, who is known to have ruled upto his eleventh regnal year 
(ct. Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII pp. 20 ff.), the Pallava conquest of the Krishna- 
Guntur region cannot probably be assigned to a date much earlier than the 
middle of the fourth century А.Р. Тһе inscriptions have been published in 
Ep. Ind., Vol. SCXOUV pp if 


The excavations conducted by the Department of Archaeology, Andhra 
Pradesh, at Éleévaram opposite Nagarjunikonda, on the other bank of the river 
Krishna, have exposed to view numerous pillars in position, which are the only 
structural remains of what appear from the numerous lingas exposed along 
with them to have been Brahmanical temples. Some of the pillars at this site 
bear on their faces what look like pilgrims' names in characters assignable to the 
7th century A.D. and later, similar to those found in the records at Salihundam 
(А. R. Ep., 1954-55, Nos. B 54, 57 and 61) in the Srikakulam District, Andhra 
Pradesh, and Sitäbhinji (Z4 H RS, Vol. XIX, pp. 191 ff. and Plates) in the 
Кеопјћаг District, Orissa. 

No. 160 was recently discovered on the pedestal of the huge Buddha image 
in Cave IV at Ajantà in the Aurangabad District of Bombay. Before the dis- 
covery of the present record, it was generally believed that the cave in question 
contained no epigraphic records and therefore its age was a subject of specula- 
tion. The epigraph states that the object on which the inscription was incised 
(і. е., the Buddha image) was the déya-dharma (gift) of a person named Mathura 
who was the son of Abhayanandin and Skandavasu and belonged to the Karva- 
tiya gótra. Mathura is further described as the Viharasvamin, ‘ the owner of the 
monastery '. The characters of the inscription closely resemble those of the epi- 
graphs of the time of the Vakataka king Harishena in Cave XVI at Ajanta 
(ASWI, Vol. I, pp. 53, 128 ff. and Plate LVI) and of the Ghatótkacha cave 
inscription (ibid., pp. 138 ff. and Plate IX) at the village of Jangla about fifteen 
miles from Fardapur near Ajanta, which mentions king Dévaséna of the same 
dynasty. It is, however, to be pointed out that the palaeography of our inscrip- 
tion is slightly later than that of the Vakataka inscriptions. Since the Vaka- 
taka kings Dévaséna and Harishéna flourished about the second half of the fifth 
century A.D., our inscription may be assigned to the first half of the sixth century- 
The importance of the inscription lies in the welcome light it throws on the con- 
troversy about the age of Cave IV at Ajanta. The inscription has been published 
in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIII, pp. 259 ff. | 

Nos. 742 and 743 are two fragmentary epigraphs inscribed on the same stone 
discovered recently while clearing the debris in the fort area at і. 
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They are in Sanskrit verse written in northern characters of about the first half 
of the 6th century A.D. and bear close resemblance to those of the Mandasor 
stone inscriptions of the Aulikara king Ya$odharman Vishnuvardhana, one 
of which is dated in 532 A.D. Тһе object of both of our inscriptions appears to 
be to record certain pious deeds (probably the building of some shrines) of а 
person who was the governor (Räjasthäniya) of Dasapura and Madhyamä under a 
king of the Malwa-Rajasthan region. This person, whose name is lost, was the 
son of the merchant Vishnudatta whose father's name appears to be Уагаћа. 
It may be recalled that an inscription of Yasódharman also mentions a certain 
Varähadäsa of the Naigama family, a later member of the family being Abhaya- 
datta who was a Räjasthäniya under the said king. The mention of Dasapura 
апа Madhyama (Madhyamika) side by side in our record is interesting.. 


Among other records of the same age, No. 151 is a wooden seal with the 
Gajalakshmi emblem and a legend in Northern characters of about the sixth 
century A.D. It purports to belong to a guild of merchants ої Devapuri. The 


seal is now in the possession of the Commissioner of the Patna Division, Bihar ; 
but its original provenance is unknown. 


Among the inscriptions copied from a private collection at Alipore, Calcutta, 
No. 135, which may be assigned to the 10th century A.D. on palaeographical 
grounds, speaks of the creation of an akshaya-nivi (permanent: endowment) 
of Pu (Purdnas) 123 and Ga (Gandaka) 1 for the provision of burning incense 
apparently in a Buddhist establishment. Хо. 136 of the same collection, assign- 
able to the same period on grounds of palaeography, mentions Sthavira Dhar- 
mamitra of Vaüga-vishaya, who belonged to the Milasarvastivada parishad. 
Two other records of the same period copied from the same collection are 


Nos. 139 and 147 both mentioning а Karanika-vipra (i.e., а Brahmana clerk) 
named Bhadanta. 


A later North Indian record is No. 153 from the temple of the goddess 
Tärächandi about 3 miles to the south of Säsäräm от Sahasràm іп the Shahabad 
District of Bihar. It is dated Wednesday, Jyéshtha-ba. 3, V.S. 1225 (16th 
April 1169 A.D.), and belongs to a chief named Mahanayaka Pratapadhavala. 
Besides the present inscription from Tärächandi near Säsäräm, several other epi- 
graphs of Pratäpadhavala have been found in the Rohtasgarh area. These 
are the Tutla or Tutrahi Falls inscription (Bhandarkar’s List No. 299) dated 
V.S. 1214, Jyéshtha-ba. 4, Saturday (19th April, 1158 A.D.), the Phulwariya 
inscription (Bhandarkar's List, No. 338) dated V.S. 1225, Vaisakha-ba. 21, 
Thursday (27th March, 1169 A.D.), and the Tilothu inscription (Bhandarkar’s 
List, No. 1759) hearing no date. In the present record Pratäpadhavala is ге- 
presented as declaring to his descendants and others that the Brahmanas of Su- 
varnahala obtained from one Реп, who was a servant of the king Vijayachandra 
of Gädhinagara or Känyakubja (ie., modern Капал), an illegal grant (ku- 
tämra) in respect of the villages of Kalahandi and Vadayila by fraud after having 
bribed Déü, that no credit should be given to the said grant since not even an 
iota of land in the villages near about Kalahandi really belonged to the above 
Bráhmanas and that his descendants should therefore know this fact and levy 
whatever was due from the two villages as bhaga and bhöga. The original of 
the document, now found copied on the rock, wag signed by Mahäräjaputra 
Satrughna who was probably a son of Pratapadhavala. The chief, who was 
probablv a feudatory of the Gahadavala monarch Vijayachandra, had his capital 
at Jäpila which is modern Japlä (also called Japla-Dinara), a railway station 
on the Gomoh-Dehri-on-Sone line of the Eastern Railway, 25 miles from Dehri- 
on-Sone. Тһе epigraph was originally published in 7408, Vol. VI, р. 548, and 
has been re-edited іп Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, pp. 23 ff. 


The earliest among the records of the Chalukyas of Badàmi is No. 26 from 
Viräreddipalle in the Anantapur District, which belongs to Vinayäditya Satya- 
éraya and is dated in his 10th regnal year (691 A.D.). His grandson Vikramaditya 
II Satyäsraya is represented by a damaged inscription (No. 16) from Chandana 
in the same District. Nos. 15 and 17, also from Сћапдапа, апа Мо. 23, from 
Peddapéta in the same District, belong to the reign of Kirtivarman Tl. Of 
these, No. 17, which is in Kannada, refers to the king as Vikramaditya-Satyás$ra- 
ya-$ri-prithivivallabha-maharajadhiraja-paramésvara-Kirtivarma-bhatara. Con- 
sidering the South Indian custom of mentioning the father's name along with per- 
sonal names, the passage no doubt indicates that Kirtivarman was the son of 
Vikramaditya. Another instance in which the father and son are mentioned 
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in a compound of this kind is furnished by an inscription from Pattadakal in 
which Vijayaditya-Vikramaditya, i.e., Vikaramäditva (IT), the son of Vijayä- 
ditya,figures as the donor (Ind. Ant., Vol. X, p. 165). In No. 15 in Telugu, 
however, the king is introduced as Vjeyaáditya-Satyasraya-prithuvivallabha- 
maharajadhiraja-paramesvara-bhatarala-Kattiraju. Here the name Kattiraju 
no doubt stands for Kirtirája or Kirtivarman, though his relationship with 
Vijayäditya, as we know, is that of a grandson and not of а son. If the name 
Vijayaditya used in the record is not a mistake for Vikramaditya, the expres- 
sion bhatärala used with the sixth case-ending has possibly to be understood 
in the sense of ‘belonging to the family of’. The name Kattiraju applied here 
to Kirtivarman II may be compared with the names Katti-arasa used for 
Kirtivarman I in his Godachi plates (Ep. Ind.. Vol. ХХУ ПТ, рр. 59 ff.) and 
Kattiyara identified with Kirtivarman П in an inscription from Didgür (ibid., 
Vol. XXXIII, р. 309 ff). The epigraph under discussion bears at its top the 
figure of a boar, the ensign of the Chalukyas, while No. 17 bears the figure of 
an elephant facing right which was probably the emblem of the feudatory. 


A noteworthy fact revealed by these records is the continued sway of the 
Banas over this tract for four generations as the feudatories of the Western 
Chalukyas. The area held by the Banas is referred to as Vanganür-nädu in 
No. 26, Ganga-Rénadu in No. 15 and Suramara-vishaya in No. 17; but, strangely 
enough, the name of the contemporary Bana feudatory is not mentioned in 
any of these records. A chief named Chöli-Mutturäju, who probably belonged 
to the Rénànti-Chola family, figures in No. 15 as the donor of some land in 
Cheñjóna, i.e., the present Chandana, mentioned in the Kannada record of 
Kirtivarman II (Мо. 17) as being governed by Dharanappan, son of Iriganga of 
Tagadür-nadu. The main purport of the inscriptions is to record some gifts of

No. 131 near the temple of Narasimha on the fortified hill at Zafargadh in 
the Warangal Taluk (Warangal District, Andhra Pradesh) is in the Kannada 
language and characters. Тһе epigraph commeHces with the expression Vila- 
sita... Rüàshtraküta-[sat |. ша-і ака ......... and eulogises a king of the Rashtra- 
küta family. It mentions a certain Sankaraganda and refers to the establish- 
ment of a village and to the consecration of a deity therein. Тһе record may 
bé assigned on palaeographical grounds to about the 9th century A.D. А San- 
karaganda figures as в feudatory of Räshtraküta Kannaradéva (Krishna ПТ) 
іп а гесога (А. В. Ер., 1955-56, Хо. В 200) of 964 A.D. from Uppina-Betagéri in 
the Raichur District, Mysore. No. 565 from Khandebagar, Dharwar District, 
mentions another chief of the same name who was governing Banavasi-12,000 
in 924 A.D. аз a feudatory of Indra ІТІ. 


No. 558 from Kachavi, Hirekerur Taluk, Dharwar District, belonging to 
the reign of king Dhora (і.е., Rashtraküta Dhruva) introduces his subordinate 
Мата ad governing the Banavási-12,000 division and registers а. gift of the tax 
on ghee to the goddess Mariabbe of Kachchavi. Appävineti is referred to as 
the senior queen of Mara and Kattiyara as his son from her. Mara and his wife 
are already known from an undated record from Sidenür not far from Kachavi 

А.В. Ep., 1935-36, B. K. No. 96), which, without mentioning this relationship, 
states that Marakkarasa, 1.е., Mara of the Kachavi inscription, was governing 
Banaväsi while Binetiabbe (i.e., Appávineti) was administering the town (ar). 
The record is published in the Prog. Rep. Kannada Res. Inst., 1953-57, p. 65,

No. 530 from Anaji, Dharwar Distirct, refers to Lokate as the governor of: 
Banavasi and registers the gift of a garden to a temple by Amögha-arasa. 
The donor is obviously а Räshtraküta king named Amöghavarsha. One Lökate 
is known from some records as governing Banavasi during the period 896-902 
A.D. as a feudatory of Akälavarsha Krishna II, who ruled in 878-913 A.D. (A.R. 
Ep.,1943-44, B. K. No. 31; 1945-46, No. B 285). If Lokate of our inscription 
is identified with this Lokate, Amoghavarsha of the record under review would 
appear to be a title of Krishna II (cf. Ер. Ind., Vol. XXVI, p. 60), although he 
might have as well begun his career during the reign of his father Amoghavarsha 
I. 


Five hero-stones (Nos. 535-39) from Aralikatti, Dharwar District, record 
the death of certain heroes in a cattle raid. Of these, Nos. 536-37 refer to 
king Govinda (Rashtraküta Govinda IV) and Nos. 536 and 538 are dated Saka 
852, Vikrita, corresponding to 930 A.D. All these records refer to Machiyarasa 
of the Matira family as governing Banavasi. The earliest date of this 


chief so far known was 939 A.D. (Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, pp. 4-5) ; but the records 
under review push it back by 9 years. 


-A hero-stone (No. 540) from Bhairavanapáda in the same District mentions 
the chief Govindara as governor of Banavasi under Kannaradéva, i.e. Rashtra- 
kita Krishna III. This chief ів already known to us from two other records from 
Devihosür (Ep. Ind., Vol. XVI, pp. 285-286) and Nitpalli (4. R. Ep., 1934-35, 
B. K. No. 60), in both of which his name occurs аз Garvindara. Itis interesting 
to note that our inscription commences from the bottom panel and concludes 
in the top panel unlike the other records running from top to bottom. 


No. 195 is engraved on three sides of a pillar lyin 
lity called Bahädurpur in the vicinity of Rande 
of that name іп the Nanded Distirct, Bombay. The language of the inscrip- 
tion, which is incomplete and bears no date, is Sanskrit and it is written in 
the Northern characters of about the 10th century A.D. It refers to the Räsh- 
traküta family of Malkhéd and mentions the rulers Dantidurga and Krishna I, 
the account of the later members of the family having broken away. The record 
registers the grant of various endowments in drammas for the worship of and 
offerings to such deities as Kalapriya, Krishnéévara, Vankéévara and Gojjiga- 
Somanàtha. It may be noted that the Räshtraküta king Krishna III (939-67 
A.D.), during his campaign in the Tamil country, camped at Melpadiinthe Chit- 
toor Taluk of the Chittoor District and arranged for the construction of the 
temples for Kälapriya, Krishneévara, etc. (Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p.281)  Wemay 
therefore surmise that the inscription belongs to thé reign of the said Rashtra- 
küta king. Krishna III was sometimes called Kandhara or Kandhára and is 
described in опе inscription as Kandhärapuravar-ädhisvara (cf. Bom. Gaz., Vol. I, 
Part ii, рр. 419, 508, 556; JBBRAS, Vol. X, p. 241). Having no knowledge of 
the existence of a city called Капабага, Fleet was not inclined to attach any 
importance to the epithet Kandhärapuravar-ädhisvara (Bomb. Gaz., op. cit., 
p. 384, note 4). But it seems that Kandharapura was a secondary capital of 
Krishna III and that it is the same as modern Kandhar, near the findspot of the 
present record, which is 32 miles to the south of Nandéd and about a bundred 
miles to the north of Màlkhed (Manyakhéta), the principal capital of the Rash- 
trakütas. The inscription has been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXV, pp. 105 ff, 

Nos. 655 and 659 from the Kolar District, Mysore, belong to Iriva (Eriva)- 
Nolamba who may be identified on palaeographical grounds with Diliparasa 
ої the Nolamba family. No. 659, engraved on a stone set up in the bed of a tank, 
registers a grant of bittukatte, probably the same as bittuvatta which occurs in 


records of this period and has been interpreted as a portion of the produce derived 


from the lands irrigated by tanks, which was granted to the person who built 
the tanks or repaired them (MAR, 1941, р- 172). - 


No. 125 in Kannada from Näräyanagiri, Warangal District, Andhra Pradesh, 
is dated Saka 928 (1006 A.D.), Parābhava, and refers to king Gunagarasa who 
claims descent from SatyaSraya-kula and bears the epithets Rajavidyadhare, 
Tungavedanga and Ekkalasähasa. It records the consecration of the deity Mal- 
likärjuna by an officer of the king. The inscription is engraved twice, once at

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the top and again at the bottom of the sculptured panel containing figures of 
a liga (probably Mallikarjuna referred to in the epigraph), bull (Nandi), etc. 
cutinreliefontherock. Onthe date of the record, viz. Saka 928, Irivabedanga 
Бафуабтауа was the ruler of this region. Indeed a record of Irivabedanga him- 
self, dated Saka 929, has been found at Punyavólu, not far from Narayanagiri 
(А. В. Ер., 1957-58, No. В 40). . Considering the proximity of dates of these 
two records and their provenance, it is vempting to identify the chief mentioned 
in our record with Irivabedanga Ѕабуаќгауа of the Punyavölu record. 


. No. 710 from Navali, еш оа Taluk, Raichur District, refers to Kumära 
Gajakésari Jayasimha, the brother of Vikramaditya У, as the governor of Еда- 
dore, obviously when the latter was still ruling. The record furnishes the latest 
.date for Vikramaditya V, viz. Saka 936, Ananda, Vaisäkha би. 3, Monday, cor- 
responding to the 5th April 1014 A.D. The epigraph records a grant of land 
by Jögasiv-ächärya of Karadikal for worship of the foot-prints (paduka) of the 
king’s preceptor who had become one with Siva (i.e. died) at the Navile йтійа- 
sthana. Тһе inscription is published in Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, рр. 164 ff. 


No. 714 also from Navali, dated Saka 989 in the reign of Séméévara I, іп- 
troduces the king's feudatory Marapermaladéva who bears, among others, the | 
epithets Rajadhirajabalamgonda (i.e. one who conquered the armies of Raja- 
dhiraja) and Rdjadhiraja[Siralchchhéda ...... The Chöla records refer to 
Rajadhiraja’s death in his encounter with Бошебуага, but are silent about the 
person who actually killed the Chola monarch. Our inscription suggests that 
Marapermala was responsible for killing Rajadhiraja who is referred to as änai- 
mérrunjinadeva in the Cho]a inscriptions. It also introduces Nagavarmarasa 
of the Kadamba family as a feudatory of the Chälukya king. Nos. 711 and 
719 from the same place mention Bütarasa and Madhavattiarasa, also of the 
Kadamba family, as father and son, the former as a subordinate of Vikramaditya 
VI in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 44 (1120 A.D.) and the latter as а feudatory of 
Bhülökamalla in his 10th regnal year (1135-A.D.). Yet another chief of the 
Kadamba family was Singarasa figuring in Nos. 687-88 from Halkävatigi as 
a feudatory of Tribhuvanamalla, 1.е. Vikramaditya VI. АП these:chiefs claim 
their descent from the Kadambas of Banavasi as indicated by their characteris- 
tic epithet Banavdsipuravar-adhisvara and it is interesting to note that this 
collateral branch of the Kadambas (or Kadambas, as they are referred to in 
these records) had migrated so far north as the Raichur District. 


A number of records of Sómésvara I and his successors from the Nanded 
District, Bombay, furnish some interesting information regarding the members 
of Vaji-kula and Vahni-kula, who figure as feudatories of these kings. In No. 193 
from Tadkhel, Dandanäyaka Nägavarman of Vaji-kula, who is credited with 
victory over Malla, the lord of the Vindhyas, as well as а Збуппа chief whose 
name is not given, was the recipient of a royal gift of the village of Tadakal 
in Sakkarage-80 on the occasion of his marriage. The chief is stated to have 

'consecrated the deities Матауапа, Aditya, Aiché$vara, Nageévara, Bhairava 
and Mallikarjuna respectively after the names of his father, mother, father's 
younger brother, himself, his son and younger sister. He із further said 
to have established а Sarasvati-mantapa (probably, a temple) also called & 
dévalaya, in honour of his wife. Another member of this family was Danda- 
näyaka Kälimayya figuring in No. 194 as а donor to a jindlaya in the reign ої 
Bhuvanaikamalla (SoméSvara IT) in Saka 993. 


Among the records of Vikramaditya VI, Nos. 184 and 187 introduce Mahá- 
mandalésvara Karkkarasa of Vahni-kula as the builder of a number of tem les. 
One of these was a shrine of Sómeávara which received grants from Kalichór- 
arasa according to No. 188 and Madanakarnarasa according to No. 191. Both 
these chiefs were feudatories of Vikramaditya VI. Ereyamarasa, along with 
Rebbaladevi whose relationship to the chief is not known, figures in No. 183 
land to a school (5412) in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 26 (1102 A.D.).

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officers figuring in Bhülökamalla’s records, mention may be made of Апеза- 
hini-verggaic Mahämandalesvara Hemmädiyarasa who remitted the Banmige- 
tere of the villages of Aliiru and Näyigäve in favour of the temple of Sömanätha 
for the merit of his parents Bücharasa and Mäliyabbarasi (No. 185), of Samasta- 
tantr-adhishthayaka Mahapradhama Sridharayya who held the Samantika (i.e. 
chiefship) of Avaravadi-700 (No. 186)_and may probably be identified with 
the Mahapradhana Maneverggade Tantrapälad-adhishthäyaka, who, according to 
No. 192, served under Bhülokamalla's successor Jagadékamalla in 1148 A.D., 
but whose name is lost. 


No. 182 in Sanskrit verse is on a sculptured pillar lying near a dilapidated 
temple of Siva in the village of Hottal in the Deglur Taluk of the Nanded District, 
Bombay. It bears no date but is written in Southern Nagari characters of the 
11th century A.D. The record belongs to the time of the Chälukya king 
Somésvara I or 11 and gives the genealogy of the Vahni family which, as we have 
seen from Nos. 184 and 187 above, was subordinate to the Chalukyas of Kalyana. 
The rulers of tho said family had a Vaisya friend named Siddhugi who built the 
temple of SiddhéSvara at Kalyana and the king made a grant in its favour in 
the presence of his preceptor Chandrarasi. The grant consisted of a nishka 
and а dramma from cach of а thousand villages. This inscription has been 
published in Ер. Tud. Vol. XXXV, pp. 159 ff. 


Of the half a dozen records of the Sindas of Belagutti copied in the Ніге- 
kerur Taluk, Dharwar District, No. 571 from Kodamaggi refers to the rule of 
Isvaradeva in Saka 1080 (1158 A.D.) which is the earliest date yet known for 
the chief, while No. 590 from Nidanégila, dated 7 years later іп Saka 1087 (1165 
A.D.), enumerates the various divisions which the chief was administering under 
Kalachuri Sómésvara. These divisions are: Mäsavür-12, Edevatta-70, Nari- 
yalige-40 in Banaväsi-nädu ; Male-70 and Muduvara-30 in Santalige-1,000 ; 
Holalür-12 in Mandali-nädu ; Manujavolalu-12, Kolliga-70, Arakere-12, Branti- 
[30], Kundüru-70, 56-bàdas, Attigere-12 and Padugalu-12 іп Nonambavadi- 
паЧи; and Bala-70 and Kalakatti-12 in Asandi-nadu. А fragmentary record 
(No. 578) of the same family from Medür seems to mention Ayyana, an as yet 
unknown earlier member of this family, as a feudatory of Chalukya Some$vara I. 


No. 608 from Yemmiganür, Dharwar District, dated in the 10th regnal year 
(1176 A.D.) of Rayamuràri Sövideva of the Kalachurya dynasty records that 
Sovi-setti, son of the merchant Bommi-setti of KGnamgéri, was proceeding to- 
wards the north in connection with his business when robbers (kakallaru) fell 
upon him and killed him near а field at Annigere. The disturbed condition 
that prevailed in that region du:ing this period, of which perhaps the above 
incident was an offshoot, is revealed by the existence of some hero-stone ins- 
criptions in the area, which refer to clashes among the Kalachuryas, Hoysalas 
and the Yadavas. 


No. 170 comes from Koprad, Thana District, Bombay, and is now deposited 
in the Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay. It refers itself to the reign of Prau- 
dhapratäpachakravartin Ramachandra, i.e. the Yàdava king Ramachandra of 
Dévagiri. The inscription is dated in Saka 12[19], Hémalambi, 
Phalguna ba. 1, Friday (28th February 1298 A.D.), and seems to register a 
grant of money to a mijigit? (mosque). The donation was made at the instance 
of Sakalasainyadhipati Sarvadhikarin Mahamandalesvara Kanhäradeva, who 
is probably the same as Krishnadéva governing Karban as Ramachandra’s 
subordinate іп 1289 A.D. (Bom. Gaz., Vol. I, Pt. II, pp. 529-30). Іп 1294 A.D. 
Alauddin Khalji attacked Dévagiri and defeated Ramachandra whereupon the 
latter became a feudatory of the Sultan of Delhi. It is said that in 1306 A.D. 
Alauddin’s forces took Ramachandra to Delhi where he offered his allegiance 
again to the Sultin who gave a few districts to be added to the Yadava ruler's 
kingdom and also gave him the district of Nausari in Gujarat as a personal estate 
(ibid., р. 532). Jt is interesting in this connection to note that No. 280 from 
Nausäri is dated V.S. 1359, Plavanga, Jyéshtha-ba. 6, Monday (6th May 1303 
А. D.) and refers itself to the reign of king Ramadéva (Ramachandra) stationed 
at Devagiri. The date of thi- inscription suggests the inclusion of Nausari in 
Ramachandra’s dominions at an earlier date. The inscription also speaks of 
Karnadéva who seems to be mentioned as the governor of Nausarika (i.e. Nava- 
särikä or Nausári). It is difficult to say whether Karna of this record is identical 
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with Krishna от Kanhára mentioned in the other records referred to above, 
though there are instances of the name Kanhära being re-Sanskritised as Ката 
(cf. Ep. Ind., Vol. ХХУІП, p.314 and note 4). For this inscription, see Ер. 
Ind., Vol. XXXV, pp. 50 Я. | 


No. 197 is a fragmentary record from Ardhapur in the Nanded Taluk, 
Nanded District. The slab was dug out from a field by the farmers while 
ploughing а field. . Unfortunately no trace of the lost part of the inscription 
was available even after a thorough search. The fragmentary slab has now been 
transferred to the Gödätir Historical and Literary Research Society, Nanded. 
The epigraph, the preservation of which is unsatisfactory, is in Sanskrit verse 
and in the Southern Nagari characters of about the 12th century A.D. The 
names of two rulers belonging to the Ratta ог Rashtraküta family can be satis- 
factorily read and they are Vikramarka and his son Ballala who is described as 
a devotee of śrī-Nāgēśa. The slab bears the figures of the Sivalinga and a cow 
with a calf atthe top. Тһе inscription has been published along with No. 195 
noticed above in Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXV, pp 105 ff. 


The Eastern Chälukya record (No. 112) from Göpälapatnam, Visakhapat- 
nam District, Andhra Pradesh, is dated in the 35th regnal year of Sarvalóka- 
бтауа Vishnuvardhana-maharaja. While the main record refers to the provision 
of 50 sheep made for a lamp in the temple of Pattiévara-mahadéva, a postscript 
engraved on the threshold of the doorway of the temple mentions five 
lakhs both in words and numerals, though the real implication of the number is 
uncertain. Considering the palaeography of the record and the reference to the 
regnal year of Vishnuvardhana, the record may be assigned to Rajaraja I (1022- 


өз A.D.) who was also known as Vishnuvardhana. 


Among the Eastern Ganga records copied from the Bhimlipatnam Taluk, 
Visakhapatnam District, Ne. 110 from Ravada is worthy of note in that it is 
written in the Tamil language and alphabet. It records a gift of 5 mädai of 

old towards the maintenance of & lamp by Uttamaganga Dharmasetti, a mer- 
chant of Malai-mandalam, among others, in the 65th regnal year (1142 A.D.) 
of king Anantavarmadéva (i.e. Chödaganga). Another inscription (4. В. Ep., 
1909, No. 98) also in Tamil, dated Saka 1172 (1250-51 A.D.) in the 15th year of 
the reign of king Vira-Narasingadeva (1.е. Narasimha I), records the construction 
of а Sanivara-mandapa for the god Karumanikka-Alvar at Visäkhapattinam, 
otherwise called Kulöttungasolapattinam, by Kandan Chandiraiya-Setti yar 
from Pandalayini-kkollam. This Pandalayini-kkollam is the same as Kollam or 
Köyiländi (cf. 811, Vol. VII, Nos. 162 and 165) in the Kurumbaranad Taluk 
of the former Malabar District. The contact of the merchants of the west coast 
with this area can thus be traced to a date earlier than that suggested by other 
Tamil inscriptions discovered in this area (ibid., Vol. IV, Nos. 1227, 1246, 1285 


and 1338 ; Vol. VI, Nos. 1144, 1214 and 1215). 


-09, from Kanumetta in the Bhimlipatnam Taluk, record the gifta 
ER Red Jaté$varadeva of Kanumatti by the chiefs Réchana-pradhani 
and Damana-pradhani, the latter bearing the epithets Rajachintamant and Gañga- 
brahmamäräya. The first of the two records is dated in Saka 1078 while the date 
in the other, which is palaeographically attributable to the same period, is lost. 
The name Јађебуага, it may be pointed out, was probably a name of Ananta- 
varman Madhu- Kāmārņava (1 147-57 A.D.) who may have been named after the 
said god and to whose reign both the records may be attributed.

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No. 100, also from Manthani, bears the date Saka 1121 (1199 A.D.) and re- 
cords a number of transactions by Afichanarya, Mafichanarya or Mañchi-bhatto- 
padhyaya, the priest ої Kakatiya Ganapati. Besides mentioning Allumprölaräja 
as the governor ої Cherniiridésa, the record also mentions Mallikarjuna and his 
brother Késava-súri and son Göpäla-süri. The lower portion of the record 
having broken away, the exact relationship of Mafichanarya with the above 
persons cannot be satisfactorily established though he appears to have been 
a son ої Késava-súri, the younger brother of Mallikarjuna. This Mallikarjuna 
is apparently identical with his namesake of the Gaya inscription (А.В. Ep., 
1957-68, No. В 132) wherein he is referred to as the preceptor of Prataparudra I. 
The inscription is published іп Ер. Ind., Vol. XXXIV, pp. 61 ff. 


No. 102 is a fragmentary record from Sundella, Karimnagar District, dated 
Pingala, Chaitra su. 8, Friday, regularly corresponding to the 28th March 1197 
A.D. It mentions king Mahadéva, no dated record of whose reign is so far 
known, although he seems to have ruled for a few years (c. 1195-99 A.D.) bet- 
ween the reigns of his elder brother Rudra or Pratáparudra I and his son Gana- 
pati. Another fragmentary record of Mahadéva’s reign in the Warangal fort 
has been reviewed in A. R. Ep., 1957-58, pp. 4-5, No. B 26. me 


No. 86 from Katukiru, Karimnagar District, engraved elegantly on the four 
polished faces of a black basalt pillar, records the consecration of the temples 
ої Аппебуата, Aitesvara and Mallikarjuna by Mailamä, wife of Chaundapa of the 
Malyàla family, named after her parents Annaya and Aitamà and after herself 
respectively. It 1з stated that under orders of king Ganapati, Chaundapa went out | 
оп а campaign of conquest towards the southern region against the Cholas whom 
ће defeated. The inscriptionin Sanskrit verse gives an account of the ancestry 
of Chaundapa and of his wife who was born of the Viriyäla family. The Kondi- 
parti inscriptions (4. Е. Ер., 1957-58, p. 6, Nos. B 37-38) of the chiefs Chaunda 
and Kata attribute their origin to Durjaya. The relationship between the two 
families, as described in the record under review, is as shown below :

No. 94, from Khammampalle in the same District, refers to Räjaguru Vié- 
veévarasiv-acharya as the establisher of a matha in the name of the god Visvanatha 
for whom he built a temple at Chandravelli and endowed the same with money 
for its upkeep and the worship of the deity. These facts are corroborated by 
the Malkäpuram inscription of Visvésvarasambhu (SII, Vol. X, No. 395). Хо. 
89 from Кајебуагат, Karimnagar District, belongs to the reign of Ganapati 
and records the consecration of the god Vimalösvara by the Rájaguru who is 
referred to as the sgn of Dharmasiva. There is no doubt that the Rajaguru, 
whose name is lost in this record, was the celebrated Visvösvarasiva ог ^sambhu, 
represented in the Malkäpuram inscription as the son (i.e. disciple) of Dharma- 
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áambhu or “siva. The inscription gives а list of grants made to the ТЕГІ by 
Buddhaya, who was the son of Rudra and the chief of Chernüru, and Mayidéva, 
the chief of Ràpüru. А certain Sóma-bhatta, son of Brihaspati, claims the au- 


- thorship of three verses in praise of Siva at the end of the record. 7 


Nos. 128 and 129, from Urusu near Warangal, аге engraved оп a rock well- 
protected from exposure and view. They are in Sanskrit, the first in Telugu 
characters and the second in Nagari. The inscriptions contain each a work of 
a poet named Narasimha called a rishi іп one record and a maharshi in the other. 
He is no doubt identical with the poet Nrisimha already known from four short 
inscriptions from the same area (A. R. Ep., 1957-58, p. 7), in which he claims 
to have been the author of a commentary on the Rigvéda and of works like the 
Kakatiyacharita. Itis not unlikely that the author of the Siddhésvarunigutta 
inscription (A. R. Ep., 1957-58, p. 6 No. B 36,), which contains a beautiful but 
incomplete kavya on the description of the Andhra country and the city of 
Ekasilä in it, was also a work of the same poet. 


Хо. 198 is а poem containing 62 verses іп Sardülavikridita and gives а gra- 
phic account of the love, separation and marriage of a Siddha couple. Two 
stanzas are quoted below from the poem in order to illustrate the poet's style.

No. 129 in Nagari is а work entitled Yoga... In this record, Narasimha calls 
himself the son of Räjaguru Visvesvara. This Rajaguru Visvésvara is possibly 
identical with Ganapati’s preceptor Visv&svara referred to above. 


A certain Narasimha figures as the author of a dramatic work called Kdda- 
mbari-nätaka wherein he represents himself as one of the sons of the poet Ga- 
hg&dhara (Kakatiyasamchika, p. 81). In her Madhurdvijayam, Gangadévi, the 
queen of Китата Kampana, praises Gangädhara among others, while paying 
homage to the poets of the past. This Gangadhara may have been the father of 
Narasimha who was the author of the Kädambari-nätaka. But his relation 


with the author of the inscriptions discussed above is uncertain. 


No.682 from Ánegondi, dated Saka 1304(chandra-anala-nabha-véda), Rudhi- 
rödgärin, is in Sanskrit and seems to state that Kampa-bhüpa, son of Harihara 
(Harihar-atmaja), had a path made to the Tungabhadrà. The cyclic year given 
in the record corresponds to Saka 1305 (1383-84 A.D.). We know that Kampana 
or Кигайга-Катара was a younger brother ої Harihara IT, during whose reign 
our record was incised. The expression Harihar-ätmaja in our record may 
therefore be a mistake for Harihar-anuja. In that case, this is the latest known 
date for Kampa, although it is not impossible that Harihara II had also а son 


named Kampa. 


No. 90 from KaléSvaram, dated Saka 1319, Isvara, Ist day of the year, Wed- 

. nesday, corresponding to the 28th February 1397 A.D., states іп a verse in Sär- 
dülavikridita that Пеуагауа, the son of Harihara, performed the tuläpurusha 
on the occasion of his digvijaya. It was obviously under orders of his father 
Harihara that prince Devaräya undertook this campaign of conquest The 
Velugötivärivamsävali alludes to a number of clashes of the Velamas, who sided 
with the Bahmani Sultans, with the Vijayanagara kings (Further Sources of 
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Vijayanagara History, Vol. I, pp. 82-83). The Pànugallu inscription (cf. op. 
. cit., Vol. IT, pp. 38-39), dated 6 months later than this record, refers to the 
capture of the fort of Panungal by Immadi Bukka, assisted by his son Ananta. 

No. 116 from Palampet, engraved in Nagari, Telugu and Grantha, mentions 
Vibhüti Gauraya of Mächiräjupalli in Orugallu as а devotee of the Panditärä- 
dhya, i.e. the celebrated Saiva teacher Mallikärjuna-panditärädhya. An in- 
complete version of this inseription exists in the Thousand-pillared temple at 
Hanumakonda (A. R. Ep., 1957-58, No. B 26). A linear sketch of the said 
devotee is engraved in the centre of the slab bearing our inscription. Similar 
inscriptions found at Musalimadugu and Pänem (Kurnool Distriet) andBanaväsi 
(North Kanara District) give the same contents in different scri 


pts including 
the regional one (4. В. Ep., 1926, p. 116 ; 1935-36, B. K. No. 128). 


A number of inscriptions engraved on the walls of the Lakshmichennakééava 
and Siva temples at Yadiki, Anantapur District, record transactions related to 
the lending of money either by the temple authorities or by private individuals. 
Some of them are of the nature of receipts for sums repaid with interest, while 


others are deeds cancelling the originals which were tampered with or were 
otherwise found incorrect. 


The Néminatha temple at Ukhlad, Parbhani District, Bombay, contains 
as many as 70 images of Jain Tirthankaras all of which bear inscriptions (Nos. 
210-79) on their pedestals, dated either in the Saka or in the Vikrama era, the 


former group of dates ranging from the year 1506 to 1686 and the latter from 
1292 to 1669. 


No. 472 copied from the Palace Museum at Padmanäbhapuram, Kalkulam 
Taluk, Kanyakumari District, is an inscription on a stone pillar reported to have 
been found at Viliñam near Trivandrum in Kerala. The stone bears the inserip- 
tion on one side and the figure of a warrior unsheathing his dagger on 
the other side. The inscription, which is damaged, is in Tamil verse, engraved 
in Vatteluttu characters of about the 8th century A.D., and records the death 
of a hero on the occasion of the capture of Vilifiam. The hero is stated to have 
discharged his debt (бей ібтти-рретийдадат) by giving up his life for the sake of 
his master whose identity is not disclosed. The capture of Viliñam із frequently 
described as one among the several achievements of the Pandya kings from the 
days of Jatilavarman Parantaka Nedufijadaiyan (acc. с. 768 A.D.). It may 
hence be surmised that this inscription also belongs to the reign of a Pandya king. 


In this connection, attention may be drawn to another inscription of a Матай- 
jadaiyan from Viliñam (No. 471). 


Four early Pandya inscriptions (Nos. 496-99 
chéri, Periyakulam Taluk, Madurai District. 
are dated respectively in the year2 + Бапа t 
jadaiyan. The king’s name and date are lost in No. 499, while No. 497 is dated 
in the year 12 of the reign of Solan-talai-konda Virapandya (acc. с. 947 A.D.). 
Nos. 496, 498 and 499 record gifts of sheep providing for the burning of perpetual 
lamps to the god Mahadéva at Tiruvadiyäputtür in Ala-nädu. The sheep were 
entrusted respectively to Kadan Pattan, Taniyan Mundan and Sattan Dévan 
who are described as the heads of regiments (padaittalaivan). This leads us to 
surmise that at Tiruvadiyäputtür one or more regiments of the Рапдуа army 
were stationed and that the heads of these regiments undertook civil functions 


occasionally. Such instances are known to us from the inscriptions at Tirunel- 
veli, Kóttár and Suchindram (871, Vol. V, Nos. 451, 452 and 454 ; Ep. Ind., 
Vol. V, p. 44).

The Sthänunätha temple аб Suchindram in the Agastisvaram Taluk, Kan- 
yakumari District, yielded 25 inscriptions (Nos. 447-70). Nos. 449 and 450 
engraved on the surface of the rock between the Kankälanätha shrine and the 


kitchen are dated in the year 15 4-4 of the reign of Sólan-talai-konda Virapàndya.

Näßji-nädu by Narayanan Srimädhavan alias Chölä ıtaka-Brahmäräyan, a 
Käppiyan of Perumarudür, hailing from Chöläntakam.ngalam in Sal am 
in Mahimäkara-valanädu. The donor was apparently a Brähmana cer of 
high rank, who took an active part in the war with the Chölas, 
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_ Another officer of this king, Maran Adichchan alias Chöläntaka-ppallava- 
raiyan, is known to us from ап inscription from Pallimadam (4. Е. Ep., 1914, 
No. 420). Не is also stated to be а Kapp*yan which reminds us of the name of 
ТоШарріуаг, the early grammarian of the Tamil language. If Карріцуат is 
derived from Kapya, it may mean ‘belonging to the Карі gotra'. 


Nos. 386 and 387 from Tiruvérkadu in the Chingleput District, 
dated respectively in the 3rd year (1054-55 A.D.) of the reign of Rajéndra П 
and in the 4th year (1066-67 A.D.) of that of Virarajéndra, record the auditing 
of the accounts of the temple of Tiruverkadu-udaiya-mahadevar by the officers 
appointed for the purpose. Whilein the former inscription, Adhikarigal Sola- 
müvendavelàr is stated to have examined the accounts of the temple from his 
camp in the tirukkavanam at Tiruvorriyür, itis stated in the latter that an officer, 
whose name is lost, examined the same from his camp in the Gangaikondasölan- 
tirumandapam in the Tirumayänamudaiyär temple at the city of Kañchi. It 
is further stated that he enquired into the conduct of the services, as they’ were 
settled and arranged,by the previous officer, and made a more liberal provision 
for a specified festival. The system of inspecting the temple accounts is already 
known (4. R. Ep., 1907, Part ii, рата. 37 ; 1915, Part ii, para. 23 ; 1919, Partii, 


para. 16)-and these inscriptions afford proof of its uninterrupted working. 


No. 313 engraved on the south wall of the second prakarain the Natarája 
temple at Chidambaram is dated the 8th day in the 8th year (1186 A.D.) 
of the reign of Kulottuhgachola who may be identified with Kulöttunga ПІ, 
considering the characteristic prasasti(Puya! vayttu valam ретида, etc.) with 
which the record commences. Тһе inscription, which is intercepted by pillars 
at intervals, seems to record a gift of land for maintaining a garden called Т/ғи/- 
tondar-sir-uraittar and for providing for the gardeners by Sekkilàn Araiyan 
Edirilisölan of Kunrattür in Kunrattür-nädu. The land was made free from 
taxes by the king at theinstance of Vänaräja. Tiruttondar-$ir-uraittar was а 
title of the famous Saiva poet Sékkilar of the Chöla court. The donor hailed 
from Kunrattür whence the poetalso hailed. Many members of the Sékkilar 
family ої Kunrattür are mentioned as donors in inscriptions (4. R. Ep., 1906 
No. 39 ; 1929, Nos. 221, 324 ; 1930, No. 136). But this record affords the only 
instance where a member of the Sékkilar family of Kunrattur endowed land for 
a garden to be raised in the name of his distinguished ancestor. An 
instance of Tiruttondar-éir-uraittar being deified and provision being made for 
worshipping his image is known to us from an inscription (A. Е. Ep., 1938-39, 
No. 229) from Srivafijiyam in the Tanjavur District, in which the donor is 


No. 310, also from Chidambaram, is dated in the reign of the Chóla king 
Кајагаја ПІ (1216-47 A.D.) The regnal year recorded in the inscription is 
hidden by pillars built against the engraved wall and only the portion mentioning 
the 53rd day із visible. However, elsewhere in the inscription, the year 16--1, 
Simha, Sunday and Bharani are raentioned. These details, though not full, 
may be equated to the 8th August 1232 A.D. The inscription seems to record 
a gift of land as madappura-iraiyili by Mahapradhani Paramavisvasi Dandina- 
gopan Jagadoppagandan tirunirru Appana-dandanäyaka and Tiruchchirram- 
bala Göpaya-dandanäyaka. The other details of the gift are lost. The two 
donors, who are known to us as generals of Hoysala Vira-Narasimha II from 
the Tiruvéndipuram inscription (Ep. Ind., Voi. УП, pp. 160 ff.) of Räjaräja III 
dated in his 15--1st regnal year, are said tohave subjugated Pallava Köpperu- 
nga under orders of the Ноузаја king and compelled him to release the Chéla 
emperor whom the Pallava ruler had imprisoned at Séndaman alam. The 
Tiruvéndipuram inscription states that the two generals visited Chidambaram 
in the course of their campaign and worshipped the god at Ponnambalam. 
The epithets (runirru and tiruchchirrambala applied respectively to the two 
generals confirm the statement in the other inscription in regard to their devo- 
tion to the god at Chidambaram. 


No. 322 from Chidambaram is dated the 350th day in the 24th year of the 
reign of Tribhuvanachchakravartigal Räjaräjadeva who may be identified with 
Rajaraja III (acc. 1216 A.D.) on grounds of физ The inscription 
which is damaged, seems to record a gift of land for rearing a flower garden by 
Senni-nayakkan of (силы alli, who is described as one among the Kudiraich- 
chettigol. Several Kudiraichchettis are known to us from the insoriptions of the 
perio (А.В. Ep., 1936-37, p. 47) and all of them hailed from Malai-mandalam,

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ie. Kerala on the west coast. An inscription of this king from Tiruvalaüjuli 
in the Tanjavur Distirct (4. В. Ер., 1928, No. 196) refers to Govindan of Oru- 
talaippalli, who was а horse-dealer fiom Malai-mandalam. 


No. 464, from Suchindram, dated in the Kollam year 403 (1228-29 A.D.), 
records the details regarding the organisation of the groups of Мајауаја Вгаћ- 
manas from Kilgarai and their representation in the Mahäsabhä of the village. 
The Brähmanas were divided into eight groups (adaivus) each consisting of 
members belonging to specified houses such as Véliyarai,Nalarai, Somayiman- 
galam, Kitchéri, Mullaimangalam, etc. The eight members elected from each 
of these eight houses were authorised by the Mahasabha to assemble and deli- 
berate on matters connected with the temple and the village and they were for- 
bidden from having transactions of any kind in respect of the temple lands to 
their own advantage." In case of default, a fine of 12 kalañju and 5 kanam of 
gold was imposed on the defaulter and his property could be confiscated by the 
Sabha. Inscriptions of earlier dates copied from Suchindram and the neigh- 
bourhood differ very much from those of the West Coastin.both their language 
and contents. The present record is the earliest in the Tamil language influenced 
by Malayalam. The earlier records speak of the Múlaparadai (Mulaparishad) 
and the Mahäsabhai. The Mülaparadai seems to have disappeared from the 
scene before the date of the record under discussion. It seems to refer 
to the period when the Malayalam element began to play an important role in 
the affairs of the temple. The growing influence of the Malayàla Brahmanas 
in the administration of the temple is attested by several earlier records in the 
temple, such as Nos. 460, 461 and 463, though they do not cite any king's au- 
thority. However, not long after the date of this record, we find one epigraph 
(No. 457), dated in Kollam 413 (1238 A.D.), recording the arrangements made 
by Vira-Ravi[kcrala]varma Tiruvadi, the ruler of Vénadu, through Sankaran 
Iraman of Sömäyimangalam, to rebuild with stone all the brick and wooden 
structures below the vi$vakarmmiya and to carry out other repairs. It may 
be noted that Sömäyimangalam was one of the houses included in the 
eight groups mentioned above. Sankaran Iraman was apparently a member of 
one such newly organised body. Не received some money from Chokkattándal 
alias Ulagamulududaiyar, the queen of Vira-pandya, for food offerings and for 
feeding Brahmanas in Kollam 432 (1256 A.D.) as stated in No. 459. 


Nos. 306, 308 and 309 are inscriptions of the Рапдуа kings recording the 
foundation of new villages by clubbing a few of them together and settling in 
them a number of Brahmanas well-versed in the Vedas and the Sästras. Мо. 
306 commencing with the prasasti (samasta-jagad-adhàra, etc.) of Jatavarman 
Sundara-pandya I (асс. 1251 A.D.) relates to the founding of a village named 
Sundarapändya-chaturvedimangalam by clubbing together several villages 
(Karumülakarananallür, Kalumalam, Sembiyan-sörrür, etc.) in the fifth year 
of "Бе king’s reign. The inscription gives the details of the apportionment of 
200 vélis of land among 121 Brahmanas who were the teachers of the Véda and 
Srauta, and the vaidya (physician), jaty-ambash ta, accountant, carpenter, potter, 
blacksmith, wvachchan, barber, padi-kappan, purangali, midwife and village 
servant (vettiyan). Though the lands were exempted from tax, they were 
required to give a stipulated quantity of paddy into the Tillainayakan perum- 
bandaram. Provision was also made for settling the vellälar as well as for 
grazing the cattle and for the cremation ground. The epigraph is dated the 
187th day in the 7th year of Jatàvarman's reign and was signed by an officer 
named Vanduvaräpati Virrirundaperumàn alias Palandiparàyan of Andanür- 
chehirugambür in Muttürru-kkürram. This is one of the few inscriptions re- 
cording the foundation of new villages, which may be definitelv assigned to 
Jatavarman Sundara-pàndya I (cf. 4. К. Ep., 1914, para. 18). The other two 
inscriptions, which cannot be definitely assigned to any known king for want of 
details, record the foundation of the villages called Avanimu!ududaiya-chatur- 
védimangalam (No. 308) and Bhuvanamuiududaiya-chaturvedimangalain (No. 
309)apparently after the queens of the Pandya kings. It may be noted that 
the former epigraph mentions Vikramapandya-chaturvedimangalam established 
by annàlvi and the latter speaks of the Savitri matka as one of the beneficiaries 


of the gifts. Both the inscriptions are attested by Kappalür-udaiyän alias 
Vänädhiräjan. 


Nos. 478-85 were copied from the Tirumarainäthasvämin temple at Tiru- 
vädavür, the birth place of the famous Saiva saint Manikkavachakar in the 
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Melur Taluk, Madurai District. Of these, Nos. 481-85, which areassignable 
palaeographically to the fourteenth century, belong to a Jatavarman Рага- 
krama-pandya who cannot be identified for want ої details. No. 484, dated in 
the reign of Tribhuvanachakravarti Konérinmaikondan, records the gift of the 
village of Küttampuli in Padirikkudi-pparru to provide for conducting the festi- 
val called Valangai-migaman-tirundl instituted in his name by аттат Маћађаћ 
Vanadarayar. The village was made free from taxes from the month of Margali 
in the king’s 9th regnal year. No. 485, which purports to be an order issued 
by the god Vàdapuriéa, is dated in the 9th year of the reign ої Parákrama- 
pàndya and records that а sum of 80 palam-pon and 800 irasi-ppanam due 
annually to the temple from the village of Küttämpuli, also called Valangai- 
m'gamanallür, was to be spent from the month of Masi in the 9th year of the 
king's reign, obviously for the festival referred to in No. 484 referred to above. 
Уаапдал-тлдатат meaning ‘the sailor (i.e. saviour) of the Valangai [people] 
was the title of Mahabali Vanadarayar whose identity with the known chieftains 
of the Bàna stock remains obscure. It is interesting, however, to note that this 
Bana chieftain is described as amman (uncle or father-in-law) of the king and 
that this is the only instance where the relationship between 8 Bana chieftain 
and the reigning Pandya king is defined. 


No. 417 from Ikkarai-Böluvämpatti is dated in the 27th year (1234-35 A.D.) 
of the reign of Rajakésarivarman Tribhuvanachakravartigal Virarajéndradéva 
of Kongu. It enumerates grants of land made upto that date on the authority 
of earlier records. To begin with, it mentions the grant of land sowable with 
2 kalams of paddy made by Ulagudaiyaperumal Adhiräjaräjadeva for food 
offerings to the god Tirunägisvaramudaiyär of Muttam, otherwise called Raviva- 
rma-chaturvédimangalam, in Perür-nadu. Then it mentions the gift of land for 
mantrapónagam by Räjaräjadevar alias Rajakkal Madévar. The details regar- 
ding the donors of the other gifts that follow are not given. The donors of the 
first two gifts, however, may have been predecessors of Virarajéndra in whose 
reign the record is dated, even though no records of the two have been 


discovered so far. 


No. 506 engraved on the south wall of the ardha-mandapa in the Rudra- 
kotisvara temple at Vélangudi in the Tiruppattur Taluk, Ramanathapuram 
District, is dated in the year 736, Avani 10, in the reign of Maharajan Surattan. 
The year 736 evidently of the Hijra era corresponds to 1335-36 A.D." The epi- 
graph records the gift of land made free from taxes by the йғағ of Velangudi іп 
Püngunıa-nädu to Devan Udaiyan alias Munaiyadaraiyan for his services to the 
village during the Muslim invasion (Turukkar-vänam). The inscription thus 
affords yet another evidence of the disturbed times that followed in the wake 
of the establishment of Muslim rule at Madurai by Muhammad bin Tughluq 
about 1323 A.D. Since the Sultanate of Madurai became independent 
before Hijra 734 corresponding to 1333-34 A.D. (Journ. As. Soc. Pak., 
Vol. ТІ, pp. 90 #.), Mahäräjan Surattan of our inscription may be identified with 
Jalalu'd-Din Ahsan Shah, the first Sultan of Madurai. 


No. 344, from Mammangalam in the Chidambaram Taluk, is dated in Saka 
1605, Rudhirodgàrin, Adi 6, in the reign of Chhatrapati Sambosi (Sambhaji). 
It records a gift of 800 kuli of land as sarvamänya to the god Visvanathasvamin 
at Pälaiyanköttai by Raya Tukköjiräja Aiyyan. The order recording this gift 
was issued by Subedar Gopala-panditar Aiyyan. No. 329, engraved on & pillar 
built into the south wall of the Sivaganga tank in the Nataraja temple at Chi- 
dambaram, records in its four versions in different scripts that Göpäladädäji 
renovated the Sivaganga tank оп Sravana su. 1 in Saka 1607, Krödhana. Göpäla- 
dadaji is stated to have been skilled in carrying out the orders of опе Harisa- 
prabhu, the general of Sahaji, son of Sambhu and grandson of the Chhatrapats 
(i.e. Sivaji)- The Grantha version of the record mentions one Вапазігаба, 


son ої Tukköji, as the ruler of the locality round about Chidambaram. Göpäladä- 


däji is evidently identical with Göpäla-panditar Aiyyan of No. 344. Не seems to 
have continued to serve Sahaji, the grandson of the Ckhatrapatt (i.e. Sivaji). Tuk- 
кој mentioned in ‘the 58914 record is probably identical with the homonymous 
о was the son of Eköji, deputed by Sivaji to rule over Tanjore.

Itis dated Saka 1611, Sukla, Мазі 6, Uttirattadi, corresponding to 
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February 2, 1690 A.D. The other details of the gift are, however, lost. Mahä- 


rajar Sayabu appears to be identical with the Mughal emperor Aurangazib who 
is known to have sub 


jugated the Marathas of Tanjore about this time (Sewell, 

Hist. Ins. 8. Ind., p. 289), and whose agent Reguvöji-panditar Aiyyan was. 
No. 368 from Véngadampéttai speaks of a choultry built by Muttu Vijaya 
nandaranga Tiruvénkata Pillai. He was probably identical with his namesake 


who was a nephew of the well-known Anandaranga Pillai, the chief courtier 
of Dupliex, the French Governor of Pondicherry (Anandarangan Kévai, Madras 
Govt. Or. Ser., 1955, Intr., р. xvii). Venkatampéttai, also referred to as Ven- 
katammalpéttai by Anandaranga Pillai in his Diary, was one of the villages 
which Anandaranga held on lease from Chanda Sahib (J. Frederick and 
Н. Dodwell, The Private Diary of Anandaranga Pillai, Vol. ІХ, p. 54). Though 
it is not clear whetber Tiruvénkata Pillai continued to hold Vengadampéttai, 


it is evident that he continued, at least to a certain extent, the philanthropic 
activities of his uncle Anandaranga Pillai. 


Nos. 789-95 are labels inscribed on metal discs, each about 13 inches in 
diameter, of which six are of silver and one of gold. They were found within 
a low mound of bricks forming the lower portion of a sanctuary in the centre 
of a small enclosure of boulder walls in an ancient site at Kedah in Malaya. The 
writingisin modified Telegu-Kannada script of c. 8th century A.D. and five of 
the records read respectively Sarvvapayajaha, Amöghadarsi, Gandhahasti, 
Vajramgabandha and Samantabhadra, which are either epithets of the Buddha 
or names of Bodhisattvas. These votive metal discs appear to have been buried 
underneath the image or images consecrated in the shrines by devotees. The 


inscriptions have been published in the Journ. Malayan Br. R. A.S., Vol. XVIII, 
1940, pp. 23-24. 


Out of 112 inscriptions included in Appendix C, Nos. 392-97 and 399-403 
are interesting pilgrims' records from the Mrityufijaya temple at Jägesvar in 
the Almora District of U.P. Тһеу resemble in nature the epigraphs at Déva- 
ртауар in the Tehri Garhwal District (Ep. Ind., Vol. XXX, pp. 133-35) which 
are, however, earlier than the present records. 


. On palaeographical grounds the 
JagéSvar inscriptions, written in the Northern characters (Siddhamátrika) may 
be assigned to dates ranging between the eighth and tenth centuries A.D. The 


records offer bare personal names іп most cases. Тһе two names, Ranavigraha 
and Sankaragana, found together at several places, remind us of king Ranavi- 
graha Sankaragana (also called Mugdhatunga and Prasiddhadhavala) of the 
Kalachuri dynasty, who ruled over the Jabalpur region in the first half of the 
tenth century A.D. No. 395, written in ornamental characters, is interesting 
from the palaeographical point of view, the letter 4 resembling the 
late medieval type of Bengali х. The record states that it belonged to (i.e. was 
caused to be engraved by) Vatégvara of Pürva-desa on behalf of certain persons. 
Vatesvara apparently performed the pilgrimage as a proxy of the persons in 
question and hailed from the Bengal region of Pürva-desa. The word paksha- 
pata has been used in this inscription in the sense of ‘one who works on behalf 


of someone else”. l'or some of these inscriptions, sce Ep. Ind., Vol. ХХХІУ, 
pp. 243 ff. - 


No. 378 of Appendix С is an unpublished record of the Рагагайта ruler 
Dharavarsha of Chandravati. The slab on which the inscription is engraved 
was found at Ajahari in the former Jodhpur State and is now kept in the Raj- 
putana Museum, Ajmer. For Dhärävarsha we have a good number of inscrip- 
tions dating from Vikrama 1220 to 1276. He belonged to the second line of 
the Paramära family of Chandrävati and Abu, which was subordinate to the 
Chaulukyas of Anahilavada. The record is dated in Vikrama 1240, Vaisakha 
Su. 3, Monday (28th March 1183 A.D.). Тһе epigraph records a gift made by 
prince Palhanadéva together with the chief queen (patia-rani) Sigaradévi (Srin- 
garadévi) who is mentioned in the Јћадоћ inscription of the time of Dhara- 
varsha, dated Vikrama 1255 (PRAS, WC, 1905-06, р. 48; 1910-11, p. 38) as the 


daughter of the Chähamäna ruler Kélhana of Nädöl. Palhanadéva is the same as 
Prahladana known to have been the younger brother of Dharavarsha (Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VIII, pp. 208 ff). - 


No. 379 of Appendix C is a fragmentary inscription of Paramära-Chämu- 
ndarája (с. 1080-1102 A.D.) of Banswara ог Vägada. The inscribed slab, which 
is now kept in the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer, was found at the village of Arthürá 
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about 28 miles to the west of Banswara in Rajasthan. It is dated Vikrama 

1157, Chaitra ba. 2, Monday and records the erection of the temple ої Hari$vara, 

ques nr the goldsmith Hari who migrated from Chitraküta to Arättünaka

ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


About two hundred and thirty Arabic and Persian inscriptions listed in 
Appendix D were examined by the Assistant Superintendent for Arabic and 
Persian Inscriptions. These include a few received from the Office of the Govera- 
ment Epigraphist for India. 


: The earliest inscriptions of the group, found at Bari Khatu in the Nagaur 
District of Rajasthan, are those of the Mamlük (Slave) kings of Delhi. They 
are important as they indicate the extent of the Muslim sway in Rajputana in 
the first century of the Muslim rule in Northern India. Мо. 170, which belongs to 
the reign of Shamsu'd-Din Iltutmish, mentions the excavation of a tank by 
Mas‘üd (7), son of Ahmad, son of Umar al-Khalj in the year А.Н. 629 (1232 A.D.). 
The other record No. 171, which is fragmentary, is dated A.H. 666 (1268 A.D.) 
in the reign of Ghiyäthu’d-Din Balban and mentions Saifu'd-Daulat wa'd-Din 
Ahmad as-Sultàni. 

Of the Tughluq records, No. 43 belonging to the reign of Ghiyüthu'd-Din 
Tughluq Shàh comes from Daulatabad in the Aurangabad District and is the 
earliest Muslim record at the place. The inscription records the construction 
in А.Н. 722 (1322 A.D.) of а step-well by Thakkar (1БакКиг) Nanak, son of 
Jagbir. In view of the fact that the name of a Muslim governor is absent in the 
record, it would not be unlikely to suppose that 7 hakkur Nanak was in charge of 
Daulatabad under Tughlug Shah. it is interesting to note that the composer 
of the text who was evidently a Muslim, offers a prayer in the last line saying 
‘May the builder be happy on account of his good deed and may God direct him 
to the right path (i.e., may he become a Muslim)’. No inscription of Muhammad 
bin Tughluq who transferred his capital from Delhi to Daulatabad has been so 
far traced in Daulatabad proper, but the village of Kagzipura, about a couple 
bf miles from the place, has yielded No. 52 dated A.H. 733 (1332 A.D.) in that 
monarch’s reign. It mentions the construction of a mosque by Maliku'l-Umar&à 
Ikhtiyaru'd-Dawlat wa'd-Din Ulugh A‘zam Qubli Sultani entitled Nasiru'l- 
Mulk. It suggests that Qubli Sultani of the Bidar inscription (EIM, 1931-32, 
Plate XVII) is identical with this Nasiru'l-Mulk and that the Bidar record has, 
therefore, been wrongly ascribed to Prince Muhammad, son of Ahmad Shah I 
of the Bahmani dynasty. No. 60 is a fragmentary record also of Muhammad 
bin Tughluq Shah, found in the tomb of Hadrat Shah Burhänu’d-Din at Khul- 
dabad, about six miles from Daulatabad. Not being in situ, it is difficult to 
trace its exact provenance. Nos. 189-90 belonging to the reign of Firüz Shah 
appear оп а tomb аб Banaras. Хо. 189 records the construction of the mosque, 
the dome of the porch, the inner apartment, the steps of the water tank, and 
the compound-wall of the tomb of Sayyid Fakhru’d-Din Shahid *Alawi by Diya, 
[son of] Ahmad, in АН. 777 (1375 A.D.). No. 190 merely refers to the construc- 
tion of the dome of the porch and gives the name of the builder Diyä as Diyau d- 
Duwal indicating that he was enjoying some official status. Whatever the 
building materials used in the mosque might indicate, there is nothing in these 
inscriptions, which ‘affords a fresh example of the Musalman policy of арргоргі- 
ating Hindu temples for which Banaras’ offered an unusually ample field’, as 
alleged by A, Fuhrer (Monumental Antiquities and Inscriptions in the North 
Provinces and Oudh, Allahabad, 1891, p. 201). Хо. 202, from Jaunpur, 
ord ої Firüz Shah’s period, dated А.Н.

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ОҒ the Bahmani inscriptions, No. 44 from Daulatabad is a record of Muham- 
mad Shah I appearing on the ‘Idgah of that town. It says that, the ‘Idgah 
was constructed by Ulugh Qutlugh Bahram Khan in the year A.H. 760 (1359 
A.D.). No. 109, from Gulbarga, is another inscription of Muhammad Shah I 
recording the construction of a step-well which is evidently the one in the en- 


closure of the tomb of the famous saint and royal preceptor Shaikh Muhammad 
Siraju'd-Din Junaidi, in А. Н. 768 


(1367 A. D.) by Abii Muhammad 
Tabrizi, the amzr of the Turks. The construction was supervised by Khwaja 


Kabir, son of Muhammad Khalkhali. The inscribed slab of black basalt is 
popularly invested with the power of healing certain diseases and this has re- 
sulted in the middle portion of the text originally carved in relief throughout 
being almost rubbed off. No. 58, engraved on a loose slab from Khuldabad 
also belongs to the reign of this king and records the construction of a step-well 
by Khan Safdar Khan in the year A.H. 772 (1370-71 A.D.). No. 103, from 
Gulbarga, is another inscription of the same monarch, recording the construction 
of a mosque and a step-well by Rajab Jalal Shirazi in the year А.Н. 774 (1372 
A.D.). Of the two Gulbarga inscriptions belonging to the reign of Muhammad 
Shah Bahmani IT, No. 110 is damaged and fragmentary. It seems to refer to 
the construction of a mosque by a nobleman whose name is not legible. The 
other (No. 101), which is quite worn out, speaks of the construction of a masque 
by Fakhr-i-Duwal Mubarak Sultani, the minister. Sultán Firúz Shah Bahmani 
is represented by No. 111 which is feund at the same place and is too badly 
damaged. Found on the tomb popularly called Kharbüza Gumbad, it records 
the construction of the tomb over the remains of Malik Naib Hushang, the sar- 
pardadar. No. 112, also from Gulbarga, helps us to identify the tomb near 
the Langar Khana Masjid as that of Sayyidi Ahmad al-Kabir. It records the 
construction of the same in the month of Shawwal, A.H. 837 (1434 A.D.), during 
the reign of ‘Alaud’d-Din Ahmad Shah, son of Ahmad Shah the king. Evi- 
dently, the king referred to herein is Ahmad Shah 


i II and not Ahmad I whose 
title was not ‘Alau’d-Din and whose father Ahmad Khan was never a king nor 
does his name appear anywhere with the title Shah. But itis difficult to believe 


that Ahmad IT had succeeded his father at least about two years before the 29th 
Ramadan A.H. 839, the date on which the latter died according to the inscrip- 
tion on his tomb (С. Yazdani, Bidar, its History and Monuments, р. 125). It 
is not unlikely, therefore, that the unit figure of the date given only in words and 
clearly reading as sab‘ (seven) was inadvertently copied by the engraver for the 


intended tis‘ (nine). Тһе words sab‘ and tis: as written in Arabic alphabet are 
almost alike in form. 


Nos. 54 and 59 are two badly damaged and indifferently executed records 
of 'Alau'd-Din Ahmad II. Мо. 54 from the mosque near a tank at Kagzipura, 
near Daulatabad, records the erection of that building by Maliku’sh-Sharq Malik 
Parwiz Sultani, son of Qaranfal, a servant of the king. Thename of the tank 
near which the mosque stands, appears in the inscription as Zainsar possibly 
after the name of the saint Khwaja Zainu’d-Din Shirazi (died A.H. 771) who 
lies buried at Khuldabad. Хо. 59, from the enclosure of Shah Burhanu’d-Din’s 
dargäh at Khuldäbäd, states that the above-mentioned king had intended to 
construct a Jami‘ mosque near the two holy tombs (at Khuldabad) but died 
before the project could be put through and, consequently, Parwiz, son of Qaran- 
fal Sultani, carried out the construction at the instance of the heir-apparent (2), 
on the tenth of Jumädä П in А.Н. 862 (25th April, 1458 A.D.). The record 
provides a valuable evidence regarding the date of the death of Ahmad II. 


No. 113 is an important bilingual record of the reign of ‘Alau’d-Din Huma- 
уап Shah, son of Ahmad Bahmani II. Fragmentary and quite damaged, it 
was found.on the Baoli Qalandar Shah at Gulbarga. The Persian version, which 
is in verse, refers to the construction of the step-well in A.H. 862 (1457-58 A.D.), 


but the name of the builder is not legible. The Sanskrit version seems to read 
the name as Ijalidévi. 


Of the inscriptions dated in the reign of Muhammad Shah Bahmani III, 
son and successor of Humäyün Shah, three come from Raichur in Mysore State. 
No. 128 records the construction of a gate (no longer in existence) in A.H. 873 
(1468-69 A.D.) by Mallü Khan Hafiz who is also mentioned in No. 133 found over 


the Makki gate of the Raichur fort and dated А.Н. 874 (1469-79 A.D.). No. 


156 is yet another inscription mentioning the same Mallü Khan Hafiz as the 
builder of some structure, in all probability, a step-well. Tt isdated А.Н. 885 
(1480-81 A.D.). 
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A few inscriptions found аб Raichur and at Kembhävi, Gulbarga District, 
are additions to the records of the period when that area was under the Bijapur 
kings, showing that the latter acknowledged the sovereignty of the Bahmanis 
as late as A.H. 935. No. 141, from Raichur, states that in A.H. 919 (1513-14 
A.D.) during the reign of Mahmüd Shah Bahmani and the governorship of 
‘Adil ТІ, ‘Ambar constructed a mosque. One Maliku’sh-Sharq Malik ‘Ambar 
is mentioned in No. 127, a bilingual inscription from Malihabad, about 5 miles 
from Raichur, containing the text of а даштата laying down the assessments 
of dues [to the state] from the village communities like the farmers, oil-sellers 
and others and prohibiting the recovery at the rates other than those laid down 
therein. This order is dated towards the close of the year A.H. 918 (1513 A.D.) 
and it is not unreasonable to suppose that ‘Ambar of the last-mentioned ins- 
cription is identical with Maliku’sh-Sharq ‘Ambar. No 143 is an undated 
inscription from Raichur recording the construction of а mosque, in the reign 
of the same Bahmani king and the governorship of ‘Adil Khan ІІ, by Khwaja 
Sumbul. No. 122 from Kembhavi found on two pieces of a slab near the temple 
of Basavanna is fragmentary, a third piece of the slab being lost. The missing 
piece contained the name of the Bahmani king in whose reign, іп А.Н. 935 (1529 
A.D.), Haji (name lost) constructed an impressive tomb [and a mosque] for the 
maintenance of which certain shops, etc., were endowed. The extant text con- 
tains the name of ‘Adil Khan who is none other than {brahim ‘Adil Shah I of 
Bijapur while, of the name and titles of the governor, only the phrase 'the grea- 
test of the Khans’ has survived. Тһе inscription thus seems to have belonged 
to the reign of Kalimullah, the last of the Bahmanis, who ruled іп А.Н. 932-943 
according to numismatie evidence. This is the only record known so far men- 
tioning the said Bahmani king. 


Of the ‘Adil Shahi inscriptions, No. 105 is engraved on a slab now lying in 
the tomb of the celebrated Muslim saint Hadrat Muhammad popularly called 
Gaist Daràz. According to this, a gate to the dargah was erected іп А.Н. 945 
(1538-39 A.D.) by one of the Bijapur nobles. It is interesting to note that this 
inscription invests the Bijapur ruler with the royal title Shah while inscriptions 
dated А.Н. 943 or earlier refer to him merely as ‘Adil Khan. It may also be 
noted that, while two other records, dated А.Н. 945, mentioning Ibrahim I as 
‘Adil Shah for the first time, also contain the epithets, ‘the Khan of high dignity’ 
and ‘the Khan of exalted dignity’ applied to the names ‘Ibrahim’ and “Adil Shab’ 
(M. Nazim, Bijapur Inscriptions, Arch. Surv. Mem., No. 49, pp. 26, 47), the 
inscription under notice omits the word Khan altogether and merely states ‘in 
the reign of dignity of ‘Adil Shah Ghazi’. 

No: 20, from Kodangal in the Mahbubnagar District of Andhra Pradesh, 
states how the two villages called Awlin the big and Awlin the small were merged 
into one and named Husainabad which was endowed for running the langar 
of the twelve imams. The record constitutes a will executed by Malik Qutbu‘l- 
Mulk, the progenitor of the Qutb Shahi rulers of Golconda in A.H. 919 (1513- 
14 A.D.). Itis worth noting that the inscription; insomuch as it does not men- 
tion Qutbu’l-Mulk with any royal title, is an additional epigraphical evidence 
against Firishta’s statement that Qutbu'l-Mulk assumed kingship іп А.Н. 918

C, No. 19 
and E. 1., A. «€ Р. Supp., 1955-1956, Plate vii a. 


Of the Mughal records, Nos. 172-74 from Bari Khatu in Rajasthan, dated 
in the reign of Akbar, are new epigraphs of Mir Muhammad’ Ma'süm Nami, 
the wellknown literateur, nobleman and engraver of inscriptions, and his son 
Mir Buzurg. Мо. 174 is inscribed Бу the son who is stated to have paid a visit 
to the holy tomb [of Shaikh Abu Ishaq Maghribi] in the company of his father 
in А.Н. 1008 (1599-1600 A.D.). No. 173, bearing the date А.Н. 1010 (1601-02 
A.D.), is obviously from the pen of Mir Ma‘siim himself who states that he was 
permitted by the emperor to leave for Persia as the royal envoy. . No. 174 is 
inscribed by Mir Buzurg in А.Н. 1013 (1604-05 A.D.) on the occasion of the 
return of the envoy from Persia. From this inscription, it is known that Mir 
Buzurg had also accompanied his father to Persia. Мо. 126, from Mudgal in 
the Raichur District, is dated in the 47th year of Aurangzeb's reign (A.H. 1115— 
1703 A.D.) and states that a damaged bastion of the fort was repaired by Raja 


Ramsingh Sisodia Ränäwat, the да саат and faujdär, who named it ав Ram 
Burj. 


Nos. 55, 56, 57, 61 and 66 come from various tombs at Khuldabad. No. 55 
records the erection of the tomb, with a porch above it, of the celebrated Hadrat 
Burhänu’d-Din Gharib by Kaka Shad Bakhtin А.Н. 744 (1343-44 A.D.). Compos- 
ed by Burhani, the poetic fragment comprising the text does not contain the name 
of the ruling monarch (Muhammad bin Tughluq Shah) ог of the governor. Nos. 
56-57, from the enclosure of the same tomb, have identical texts carved in 
relief, on wooden planks, in Thulth of a fairly high order. Тһе poetry of the texts, 
composed by one Hasan, is poor. The records give а eulogistic account of the 
saint and his tomb. The tombs ої Hadrat Zainu'd-Din and Muntajabu'd-Din 
possess each a similar inscription (Nos. 61 and 66). 


No. 106, from the tomb of Hadrat Gaisü Daräz at Gulbarga, has suffered 
from exposure and the letters, remarkable for their beautiful execution in Thulth 
with Tughrä flourish, have become slightly indistinct. The epigraph seeks to 
record the construction of the building (probably the Sama‘ Khana on which it 
is found) for the comfort of the attendants of and out-station visitors to the tomb 
by Saif ‘Ali (whose title ending in al-Mulk is not legible) іп А.Н. 958 (1551 A.D.). 
It is surprising to note that the record does not bear the name of Ibrahim ‘Adil 
Shah I who was the ruling monarch. 


Two deeds of endowments in the present collection have been referred 
to above. No. 139 from the Daftari mosque at Raichur, is another such record 
giving the details of an endowment created in A.H. 904 (1498-99 A.D.) by Maliku’- 
sh-Sharq Malik Haji, son of Sulaiman Qirmäni (Kirmäni) for the said mosque. 
Nine chäwars of land [in the village of Durgapur of the Raichur District] were 
set apart on condition that the revenue of eight chawars was to be spent towards 
the stipends, etc., of the ¿mám, the hafiz and the caller to prayers, and that of 
the remaining one chdwar was to be given to the trustee of the mosque.  Like- 
wise, forty shops in the city of Raichur itself were endowed for the proper up- 
keep of the mosque. Ко. 210, from Jaunpur, dated А.Н. 1180 (1766 A.D.) 
contains an order seeking to enjoin upon the governor, kutwal, qal'adar and fauj- 
dàr of Jaunpur to see that the daily amount of subsistence allotted to the Say- 
yids, widows and other deserving people bv Muhammad Bashir Khàn Bahadur 
out of the revenues of the Jaunpur District should be continued and that the 


said officials should not take nadhräna (presents and offerings), bribe, etc., 
from the beneficiaries. 


No. 176 from Bari Khatu, commemorates the martyrdom of six warriors 
on the day of the ‘Idu’l-Fitr (the 1st Shawwal) of А.Н. 761 (15th August 1360 
A.D.) They are stated to have driven back nine times a horde of two hundred 
cavaliers before they ultimately lost their lives. Жов. 160 and 161 are two epi- 
taphs from Ajmer recording the death in А.Н. 985 (1577-78 A.D.) of Міг Khadim, 
son of the celebrated saint Makhdüm a'z-Zàhid al-Jämi, and of Mirza Muham- 
mad Amin, son of the son of the same saint. Mirza Muhmmad Amin is Ғаг- 
ther stated to have been the son of the daughter of Maulànà Ghàzi Khàn Badakhshi 
who was an eminent savant and nobleman under Akbar. 


Хо. 118 from Gulbarga, is found to be ап epitaph of the wet-nurse of Chand 
Bibi Sultan, probably Khünza by name. The date of her death is, however,
